REPORT 



OF THE 



PRESIDENT OF THE BOARD. 



To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago : 

The Common School System of Education, sup- 
ported and liberally endowed by the State, free from 
sectarian and other pernicious influences, is the best 
system ever devised by man. 

The instruction of the children in the public 
schools, such as is furnished in the Primary, Gram- 
mar and High Schools, constitutes the bulwark of 
American civilization and independence. 

The foundation of our institutions, and of polit- 
ical, civil and religious liberty, rests and depends 
upon the education and intelligence of the people. 

It is the duty of the State to educate its children; 
and any State which neglects the performance of that 
duty, inflicts upon itself an irreparable injury. 
Chicago is performing her part of that duty faithfully 
and well. 
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Of the many excellent provisions of the Consti- 
tution of this State, adopted on the second day of 
this month, the Article on the subject of Education 
is one of the most important. It directs the General 
Assembly to provide a thorough and efficient system 
of free schools, whereby all the children of the State 
may receive a good common school education. It 
prohibits the General Assembly, or any county, city, 
town, township, school district, or other public cor- 
poration, from ever making any appropriation, or 
paying from any public fund whatever, anything to 
help support or sustain any school, academy, semi- 
nary, college, university, or other literary or scientific 
institution, controlled by any church or sectarian 
denomination whatever. 

Of the management of the Department of Public 
Instruction of this city prior to May, 1868, I have 
no personal knowledge; but, since that time, no 
branch of any government has, in my opinion, been 
better or more economically administered than has 
that Department. 

That many applicants have been unable to obtain 
admission into our schools for want of room therein, 
is true. But when we take into consideration the 
rapid growth of the city, its unparalleled increase in 
population, industry and enterprise, and the expend- 
itures indispensable for the extensive improvements 
continually in course of construction, and the tax- 
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ation necessarily incident thereto ; it cannot be said 
that the educational interests of 'the city have been 
overlooked or neglected. 

Taxes for educational purposes have not been 
voted or paid grudgingly. The necessity of furnish- 
ing accommodations to all applicants for admission 
into our schools, is fully appreciated. 

Four new buildings, for school purposes, are now 
in process of erection, to be completed and ready for 
occupancy at the commencement of the next Fall 
Term, September 5th, with capacity to accommodate 
3,678 pupils, as follows: The Forest Avenue 
School, 1,071; the Larrabee Street School, 1,071; 
the North Branch Primary School, 768; and the 
Normal Primary School, 768. Additions to the 
Wentworth Avenue and Walsh Street school build- 
ings are being made, to be completed at the opening 
of the next Term, whereby 250 seats will be added 
to each. During the year ending the first day of 
this month, the La Salle Street and Mitchell Street 
Primary school buildings were completed, each 
containing 768 seats. 

The buildings and additions completed during the 
year, and to be completed at the commencement of 
the next Fall Term, as aforesaid, will furnish school 
accommodations for 5,714 scholars. 

Plans have recently been adopted by the Board 
for the erection of two new buildings in the West 
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Division of the city : one in the Washington school 
district, and one in the Brown. 

The plans and specifications for the erection of 
quite a number of our school buildings were pre- 
pared by our Building and Supply Agent, Mr. 
Ward. In addition to his other duties, he has acted 
as architect and superintendent in the construction 
of several of our buildings; thereby saving the 
expense incident to the employment of an architect. 

The constantly increasing demands for accom- 
modations in our schools, render the erection of 
several buildings, each year, necessary. Eleven new 
school buildings should be commenced and com- 
pleted as soon as practicable: six in the South 
Division of the city; four, including the two for 
which plans have been adopted for the Washington 
and Brown districts, in the West Division; and one 
in the North Division. 

The Dearborn school building, erected more than 
a quarter of a century ago, is unfit for school 
purposes. The lot upon which the building stands 
is very valuable, but the location for a school is not 
desirable. I would suggest that some other lot, 
suitably located, be purchased, upon which to erect 
a new building. 

The necessity of erecting new school buildings in 
the South Division, north of Twelfth street, can 
hardly be over-estimated. The property in that 
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district pays more taxes, probably, than four times 
the same extent of territory in any other locality in 
the city ; and yet I know of no portion of the city 
so poorly furnished with school accommodations. 

In the purchase of lots, and the erection of build- 
ings as well as in furnishing them, the strictest 
economy, compatible with the best interests of the 
city, should always be observed. In the selection of 
locations for new buildings, much care should be 
exercised. 

School buildings, in which our children are edu- 
cated, should be convenient, comfortable, pleasant, 
and attractive. Schools which are unsuitable for the 
education of the children of the wealthiest citizens, 
are equally unsuitable for the education of the 
children of the poorest. 

In our public schools, the children of the rich and 
the poor assemble, are received and taught on terms 
of perfect equality. There are none so rich or poor, 
high or low, as to induce favoritism, partiality, or 
prejudice. 

During the year last past, 3,760 children were 
taught in buildings hired by the Board. The build- 
ings thus hired were generally poorly adapted for 
the uses for which they were procured and used. 
Several were basements of dilapidated churches ; 
some, superannuated church and mission buildings ; 
few, if any, were such as would warrant for them a 
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favorable endorsement for school purposes. Yet 
they were better than no buildings ; and their occu- 
pation was more desirable than an entire absence of 
school accommodations. 

During the year ending July i, 1870, the whole 
number of children taught in our public schools was 
38,937; and during the year ending July 3, 1869, 
the whole number of children thus taught was 
34,740 ; the number taught during the last year was 
greater by 4,197 than the number taught during the 
preceding year. 

At the close of the year ending July i, 1870, 
there were employed in our public schools, 537 
teachers ; and at the close of the year ending July 3, 
1869, there were thus employed 497 teachers; the 
number of teachers in the employment of the Board 
at the close of the last year was greater by 40 than at 
the close of the preceding year. 

The total expenses of the Department of Public 
Instruction of this city, for the year ending 
July I, 1870, were $715,347.38, applied as 
follows : For the payment of Teachers and Super- 
intendent, $421,113.67; for other current expend- 
itures, $137,576.16; for permanent improvements 
and amount paid on account of lots purchased, 
$156,657.55. 

During the year last past, the general prosperity 
and success of our schools have been satisfactory. 
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Better results, in nearly all the branches of study 
taught, could not have been expected or anticipated. 
Commendable emulation and kind feelings, on the 
part of both teachers and scholars, have generally 
and almost universally prevailed. 

Applicants for positions of teachers in our schools 
are considerably in excess of the demand. At all 
times, since I have been a member of the Board, 
there have been teachers waiting for employment. 
It is our intention to employ none but the best 
teachers, and to pay a fair compensation for the 
services of such ; and in return, an equivalent is 
required for the consideration paid. The standard 
of the qualifications of teachers has not, by any 
means, been diminished. 

There is no economy in employing poor or ordi- 
nary teachers. Any price, however small, is too 
large for a poor or indifferent teacher. 

At the examination of applicants from the Gram- 
mar Schools, on the 23d of June last, for admission 
into the High School, 394 were examined, and 384 
were admitted; a larger number was examined and a 
larger proportion admitted, than at any previous 
examination. 

The examination of the several classes in the 
High School, on the 28th and 29th of June, was 
thorough, and the results thereof were gratifying. 

The exercises of the graduating class of the High 
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School, on the ist of July, were highly creditable. 
The school is an ornament to the city, and eminently 
deserves the high consideration in which it is so 
justly held. 

While the teaching and study of music have been 
very satisfactory, drawing has not, in many instances, 
received that attention which, in my opinion, its 
merits deserve. The successful prosecution of the 
study of the German language, in some of our 
schools, has been somewhat embarrassed by the 
intervention of various obstacles, which the Com- 
mittee is endeavoring to remove. 

In some of the grades, in my opinion, a less 
number of studies would be both desirable and 
advisable. The extension of the Grammar Course 
another year would, I think, add to the efficiency of 
the schools. In many instances scholars have, either 
of their own volition or by the requirements of 
teachers, in order to complete the prescribed course 
of instruction, applied themselves so rigidly to their 
studies that they have been injured thereby. 

No special credit is due to any one for an honest 
and faithful performance of duty, and I am disin- 
clined to bestow compliments for or on account of 
such performance ; yet I will say that the teachers 
and other employees of the Board, have not been 
unmindful or negligent of the duties pertaining to 
their respective positions. The teacher's profession 
is by no means a sinecure. 
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By reason of the number of schools becoming so 
large, and the duties of the Superintendent so 
extensive and onerous, the Board, in the early part 
of the school year last past, elected one of the 
Principals as Assistant to the Superintendent. The 
two have been able to perform all the requirements 
devolving upon them. , 

The question of the appointment of *' Sub- 
Masters" for our larger Grammar Schools, has, 
from time to time, been agitated. I do not believe 
that such appointment is necessary, or that the 
benefits would be commensurate with the expense. 

On the subject of the exclusion of the Bible 
from the schools, I do not coincide with the views 
expressed by my predecessor. The reasons adduced 
by him in support of such exclusion are, to my 
mind, unsatisfactory. 

By the death of Ransom M.Guilford, on the 20th 
of December last, the Board lost a faithful, honest 
and active member ; and the schools of Chicago a 
friend never indifferent to their interests. 

It should be gratifying to us, that those best 
acquainted with our schools and their management, 
and most competent to form a correct judgment of 
their merits, speak of them in complimentary terms.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 



ON 



BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS 



Your Committee on Buildings and Grounds 
would respectfully report that, during the past year, 
their attention has been directed to the constantly 
pressing demands for increased school accommoda- 
tions. 

The following recommendations of the Committee 
for the purchase of school sites have been approved 
by the Board, and referred to the Common Council, 
for their concurrence, to wit : Site on Vedder street, east 
of Halsted, 153^- by 197 feet, for the accommodation 
of the North Branch Primary School District ; site 
on Morgan street, between Erie and Fourth streets, 
217 by 125 feet, for the accommodation of the 
Washington School District ; site, corner of Lin- 
coln and Fourth streets, 216 by 123;^ feet, for the 
accommodation of the Lincoln Street Primary School 
District ; site on Calumet avenue, near Twenty-Sixth 
street, 125 by 180 feet, for the accommodation of the 
Calumet Avenue Primary School District ; also the 
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purchase of the lease of fifty feet on Monroe street, 
west of and adjoining the High School lot, belonging 
to the School Fund, for the relief of the Scammon 
School District. 

Of these sites, the Common Council has author- 
ized the purchase of the following, to wit : Site on 
Morgan street, between Erie and Fourth streets ; 
site on Vedder street, east of Halsted street ; and 
the purchase of the lease of fifty feet on Monroe 
street, east of Halsted street. 

The erection of the following school buildings has 
been commenced during the year, to wit : The La 
Salle Street Primary Building, on North La Salle 
street, north of North avenue, containing twelve 
rooms, with accommodations for 768 pupils; the 
Mitchell Street Primary Building, on Mitchell street, 
east of Halsted street, containing twelve rooms, 
with accommodations for 768 pupils ; the Monroe 
Street Primary Building, on Monroe street, east of 
Halsted Street, containing ten rooms and an assem- 
bly hall, with accommodations for 700 pupils ; the 
Vedder Street (North Branch) Primary Building, on 
Vedder street, east of Halsted street, containing 
twelve rooms, with accommodations for 768 pupils ; 
the Forest Avenue Building, corner of Forest av- 
enue and Thirty-Second street, containing sixteen 
rooms and an assembly hall, with accommodations 
for 1,071 pupils; and the Larrabee Street Building, 
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on Larrabee street, near Belden avenue, containing 
sixteen rooms and an assembly hall, with accommo- 
dations for 1,071 pupils. They are all three-story 
brick buildings, with stone window caps and sills, 
and are perfectly plain in design. 

The La Salle Street, Mitchell Street, Monroe 
Street, and Vedder Street Buildings, are all built from 
plans prepared under the direction of Mr. James 
Ward, Building and Supply Agent, and are similar in 
every particular, except that in the Monroe Street 
Building two of the rooms on the upper floor have 
been thrown together to secure an assembly hall, and 
are designed for Primary School Buildings, and will 
be heated by furnaces. The Forest Avenue and 
Larrabee Street Buildings are larger, built alike, and 
are designed for Grammar or District School Build- 
ings, and will be heated by steam. 

The La Salle Street and Mitchell Street Buildings 
were opened in November, 1809; the Monroe Street, 
Forest Avenue and Larrabee Street Buildings will be 
ready for occupancy at the commencement of the 
school year, in September, 1870; the contracts for 
the Vedder Street Building have just been let, and 
the foundations are now being put in, it is hoped 
that the building will be ready for occupancy at the 
opening of the Fall Term in September, 
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These buildings will afford the following accommo- 
dations : 

La Salle Street Building, 768 seats. 

Mitchell Street Building, 768 « 

Monroe Street Building,* 700 " 

Vedder Street Building, 768 « 

Forest Avenue Building, 1,071 " 

Larrabee Street Building, - - - - 1,071 " 

Total increase of seats owned by the city, - 5,146 

Some of these buildings, however, will take the 
place of rented buildings — for instance: the Mitchell 
Street Building accommodates the pupils formerly 
attending the De Koven Street Primary School, 
about 450 in number; the Monroe Street Building 
will accommodate the pupils who have attended rented 
buildings in the Scammon School District, about 475 
in number ; the Forest Avenue Building will accom- 
modate the pupils who have attended the Branch of 
the Cottage Grove School, about 350 in number; 
and the Vedder Street Building will accommodate the 
pupils who have attended the North Branch Primary 
School, about 500 in number; making the actual 
increase in accommodations, when these buildings are 
all completed, 3,371 seats. 

The Committee have also recommended the erec- 
tion of a twelve-room Primary Building on the 

• Number of seats less than other buildings of the same size, since the upper 
floor of this buildings is devoted to the use of the Normal School, and one of the 
Hi^h School Classes. 
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Brown School lot, which has been approved by the 
Board, and referred to the Common Council for their 
endorsement. 

In addition to these new buildings, the city took 
possession of the school building located in that part 
of the town of Cicero added to the city by the action 
of the State Legislature in 1869, at the opening of 
the school year in September last, affording accom- 
modations for 250 pupils. Your Committee have 
also fitted up temporarily several small buildings on 
the lot on Third avenue, near Twelfth street, for 
the accommodation of the Third Avenue Primary 
School, which numbers about 400 pupils. 

We would direct attention to Schedule "A," 
accompanying this report, which shows the loca- 
tion, size and value of school lots belonging to the 
city, and to Schedule " B," which shows the date of 
erection, character and value of school buildings 
belonging to the city.

REPORT OF THE COMMIITEE 



ON THE 



EXAMINATION OF TEACHERS 



To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago : 

Your Committee on Examination of Teachers 
has held thirteen regular examinations of female 
teachers, at which 252 candidates presented them- 
selves, and 135 were found worthy of certificates. 

One examination of male teachers has been held. 
Of the ten candidates five received certificates. 

Upon the resignation of the teacher of Rhetoric 
and English Literature in the High School, a special 
examination was held, at which five gentlemen and 
one lady presented themselves, and one gentleman 
only failed to pass the required test. 

At the close of the school year an examination of 
the Senior Normal class was held at the High School 
building, and all the members of the class were 
awarded certificates. 



Committee on Examination of Teachers. 43 

We have examined 302 candidates, of whom 170 
were found worthy of certificates. Of this number, 
83 have received appointments to teach. 

Every member of the committee has been present 
at all the examinations except two, these absences 
being caused by the absence from the city of a portion 
of the committee. 

The course pursued in the examination of male 
teachers has been as follows: Applicants have been 
required to file in the office of the Board, testimonials 
of success in the management of schools similar to 
our own. From the list thus filed, selections have 
been made, and the persons so selected have been 
invited to an examination whenever a vacancy has 
occurred. The examinations have thus far been held 
at a time when many of the best teachers were either 
at work elsewhere, or were under engagement to 
work, and thus we have failed to secure the presence 
of some who might have presented themselves had 
the examinations occurred at the beginning rather 
than at the end of a vacation. As we are to have 
several vacancies to be filled at the opening of 
another year, we would suggest that for this year and 
hereafter, an examination of male teachers be held 
near the close of the Summer Term,

GERMAN. 



The German language is now taught to such 
scholars whose parents desire it, at the High School, 
in the High School Classes of the Franklin, Foster, 
Haven and Hayes Schools, and also in the following 
District Schools, to wit: in the Kinzie, Franklin, 
Washington, Moseley, Newberry, Wells, Haven, Cot- 
tage Grove, Carpenter, and La Salle Street Schools, 

The average attendance of pupils, during the past 
school year, at the German class at the High School, 
was one hundred and forty-two, and at the High 
School Classes in the four District Schools, eighty- 
eight. 

At the beginning of the school year, about 1,141 
scholars attended the German classes in the different 
District Schools where this study is taught, while 
during the last term the number increased to 2,597. 

We have to report that this study had become 
much neglected in some of the schools, for the want 
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of a careful supervision and suitable accommodations, 
and on account of its interference with the other 
studies of the pupils, occasioning an unavoidable 
interruption of school discipline, which created a 
hostility against it by the Principals as well as the 
other teachers of most of the schools. While in 
some of the schools the room assigned to the Ger- 
man teacher was very small, and entirely inadequate 
to accommodate all the scholars who desired to be 
instructed in that study, in others, the German 
teacher had no room assigned to her for the instruc- 
tion of her pupils, but was compelled to teach in the 
hall of the school building. In order to remedy these 
evils, and to extend the privilege and benefit of this study 
to all the children whose parents desired them to be 
instructed therein^ at the suggestion of Mr. Sabin, the 
Principal, and of Miss Louise Rapp, the German 
teacher at the Newberry School, the committee 
changed the system of teaching, from the teaching to 
a separate German class, instructed in a small 
room, to the introduction of the study into all the 
rooms of the respective grades, to be taught therein 
to all the children whose parents desired it, the same 
as all other branches of education therein pursued. 
The working of this plan proved to be a great success ; 
the other studies could now go on without being 
constantly interrupted by the departure of the 
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scholars for the German class room, as was here- 
tofore the case; and thus the opposition of Prin- 
cipals and of the other teachers was set at rest, and 
instead of their former hostility to the " German," 
they became themselves, in many cases, much inter- 
ested during the time their classes were instructed in 
this study, and they all have since shown much 
interest in the success of this study, and have cheer- 
fully assisted the German teacher in keeping good 
order among the pupils, and in securing their close 
attention to the instructions. This new system was 
subsequently (at the request of the parents of the 
pupils) adopted in some of the other schools, and, in 
all cases, with like good results. 

For the want of a Superintendent over the instruction 
in Germany the improvement in that branch of our 
studies has necessarily been slow, but your Commit- 
tee hope, that by the commencement of the approach- 
ing school year, the new system of teaching the 
" German ** will be fully organized in all the schools 
where that study has been introduced by the Board 
of Education ; and all the children whose parents 
desire it will thereby be enabled to acquire a knowl- 
edge of the German language, and your Committee 
will endeavor to keep a watchful eye on this ^tudy, to the 
benefit of the pupils. 

By resolution of the Board of Education, the 
study of the "German*' is introduced in the schools 
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upon petition of not less than 150 parents of pupils 
attending the respective schools. In accordance with 
said rule, the Board lately ordered the introduction 
of the " German " at the opening of the next term 
m the Skinner School : and vour Committee take 
pleasure to state, that the patrons of the Scammon 
School have recently placed in the hands of your 
Committee, for the consideration of the Board, their 
petition to the same effect. 

Your Committee would, in conclusion, add a 
tabular statement, containing some pertinent statis- 
tics, as part of this report.

EVENING SCHOOLS. 



To the Board of Education : 

Gentlemen — Your Committee on Evening 
Schools beg leave to submit this as their final 
report for the year. 

Evening Schools were in session for fourteen 
weeks, commencing September 20, 1869, in the 
Dearborn, Jones, Franklin, Washington, Foster, 
and Hayes School Buildings, and for twelve weeks, 
commencing at the same date, in the Holden 
School Building. 

The Evening High School held its sessions in 
the Dearborn School Building. 

Details of attendance and expenditures are sub- 
mitted in the accompanying tables. 
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The expenditures are somewhat lighter than for 
the previous year, in proportion to the work done, 
as will appear from the following comparison :

During the past year, there has been a very com- 
mendable degree of improvement in the music of 
this department. The teacher, Mr. E. E. Whitte- 
more, has introduced Three Part Music in the two 
highest grades with gratifying success. 

In attempting to introduce sharp four and flat 
seven into the third and fourth grades great success 
was not attained, because many of the assistants were 
unable to perfect their classes in these important 
intermediate tones without the aid of an instrument. 

In the Three Part Music, the boys sing the third 
or lowest part, and the girls sing the first and second 
parts. After about three months practice, the boys 
were able to sustain their part quite creditably, so 
that at the close of the term, " Lift thine EyeSy' 
by Mendelssohn, was sung in several of the schools 
very finely.

THE HIGH SCHOOL. 



The Committee on the High School would 
respectfully report that the work of this branch of 
the Public School System has been carried on suc- 
cessfully, and witTi very satisfactory results. 

The crowded condition of the school in 1867-8, 
made it necessary to divide the Assembly Hall into 
two class-rooms. This want of accommodations has 
now, to a great extent, been obviated by the erec- 
tion of the " Normal Primary Building," to which 
the Normal Department of the High School has 
been transferred ; thus enabling more pupils to gain 
admission to the High School than in any previous 
year. 

The first and second floors (eight rooms) of the 
Normal Primary Building, are used for the " School 
of Practice." The members of the Senior Class of 
the Normal Department teach the pupils attending 
this school, under the charge of Mrs. Ella F. Young, 
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Principal of the School of Practice, (a graduate of 
the Normal Department), thus saving no incon- 
siderable expense for teachers who would otherwise 
have to be employed.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON HIGHER 

ENGLISH. 

«• 

To Messrs. Charles N. Holden, Leander Stoke, and John C. 
RiCHBBRG, Committee on the High School: 

Gentlemen — Your Committee appointed to 
attend the examination of the High School in the 
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"Department of Higher English Studies," held June 
28th and 29th, 1870, respectfully submit the follow- 
ing report: 

They were present at, and participated in, to some 
extent, the examination of the following named 
classes: Senior Class, in Mental Science, by Mr. 
Paine; Senior Class, in Political Economy, by Mr. 
Howland; First A, in Rhetoric, by Miss Leach; 
Second A, in History, by Mr. Snow; First B, in 
English Literature, by Miss Leach; and Senior Class, 
in Constitution of the United States, by Mr. 
Howland. 

Without particularizing the different classes exam- 
ined, your Committee would report, that, having 
witnessed the impartial tests to which these were 
subjected, they were highly gratified with the evident 
proficiency made by the pupils, and the ability and 
fitness of the respective teachers in this department. 
By this, they would not be understood that the 
recitations of the diflFerent pupils were uniformly good, 
for some of them possessed greater natural abilities, 
and some again were doubtless more fortunate in the 
drawing of questions, yet, as a whole, they were 
highly satisfactory. 

They noticed, with pleasure, that the method of 
instruction adopted by the teachers was not only 
calculated to store the minds of the pupils with 
knowledge, but to lead them to think and reason for 
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themselves. The students seemed to have gained 
the ideas more than the language of the authors 
whose works they had studied, which unfortunately 
is not always the case with students. 

Besides the classes in the department above named, 
one of the members of this committee was detailed 
to attend the examination of the Senior Class in 
Virgil by Mr. Welles. From the recitation of this 
class, his impressions were most favorable — the 
teacher exhibiting the highest qualities for an in- 
structor, and the pupils, by their fluency and accu- 
racy in translating the Latin into good English, and 
their readiness in the rules of grammar, showing that 
they had gained a mastery over the original text that 
was indeed creditable both to themselves and their 
teacher. 

In compliance with a request made of them, your 
Committee would cheerfully add a word in their 
report in reference to the drawings which were 
framed, and tastefully decorated the walls of the 
recitation rooms. Some of these pencil and crayon 
drawings were neatly and carefully executed, and dis- 
played considerable genuine artistic skill ; while many 
of the others were praiseworthy specimens of the art, 
and reflected credit upon Miss Trimingham and her 
pupils. Your Committee are gratified to find that this 
refining branch of study receives that encouragement 
in this school which is justly its due. 
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Before closing this report, they would briefly 
allude to the faithful and eflicient manner with which 
the Principal has conducted this school, and his 
superior accomplishments as a teacher. In the 
opinion of your Committee he is a gentleman pre- 
eminently qualified for and adapted to the responsible 
position to which he has been assigned. 

In conclusion, they would heartily commend the 
institution as worthy of the fostering care of the 
Board of Education, and the support and encourage- 
ment of the city.

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TABLE SHOWING TARDINESSES OF PUPILS 
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As will appear from the statistics our accommo- 
dations still fall far short of our necessities. The 
number of persons entitled to school privileges is 
80,280. The average number in attendance for 
the year upon Public Schools (and this number is 
within a small fraction of the actual seating capacity 
of all buildings owned by the city,) is but 25,755. 

In a city like ours a large number of persons 
of school age are necessarily employed in various 
industrial pursuits, and many others have completed 
their studies so far as it can be done in our schools, 
and yet the most casual observer will be convinced 
that, were suitable accommodations furnished, our 
school attendance might be largely increased. 

The North Division of the city has a School 
Census of 19,046, with seats owned by the city 
for 7,782. 

The South Division has a School Census of 
20,248, with seats owned by city for S^^^S* 

The West Division has a School Census of 
40,986, with seats owned by city for 13,507.

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TEACHERS. 

At the close of the year there were under 
appointment five hundred and thirty-seven teachers, 
of which number two were absent on leave. Of 
the whole number there were thirty-one Male Teach- 
ers and five hundred and six Female Teachers. 
Of the Male Teachers the average length of ser- 
vice in our schools is about five and a half years. 
Kive of the number have been in the employ of 
the Board n^ore than ten years, and sixteen have 
served less than four years. This latter number 
is relatively large, since quite a number of new 
Grammar Schools have been organized within the 
past four years, and the teaching force of the High 
School has been correspondingly increased. The 
places that have been open to Male Teachers for 
more than ten years are sixteen, and but five of 
these have been permanently filled. Other more 
lucrative fields of labor have invited away eleven 
of the sixteen. Our schools should, if possible, 
secure the benefits of large experience gained at 
their cost, and not permit other less important 
fields to take away our best material. Some induce- 
ments stronger than now furnished should be held 
out to those who would gladly make teaching their 
life work. 
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Of the five hundred and six Female Teachers 
the terms of service may be given as follows: 

For more than ten years, ------ 20 

For ten years and more than nine years, - - - 8 

For nine years and more than eight years, - - - 11 

For eight years and more than seven years, - - 13

The average service of these teachers in our 
schools has been about three and one-third years. 
This does not represent the average experience of 
the ladies, as many come to us with experience 
gained elsewhere. 

Of the twenty who have served more than ten 
years, twelve are now teaching in the High School 
or in the Grammar Department of the District 
Schools, or acting as Principals of the Primary 
Schools. Eight are teaching in the Primary Grades, 
mainly from choice. The average salary paid these 
twenty for the past year was $830. The fact that 
very nearly four-fifths of all our Teachers are at 
work in Primary Grades, taken in connection with 
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the statements made above, shows a laudable purpose 
on the part of the Board of Education to recognize 
long and faithful service. The purpose of the 
Board as evinced by their very general practice 
of promotion in the ranks, has a healthful influence 
upon the schools, and rare indeed must be the 
qualifications of a stranger, whom I would recom- 
mend for a desirable vacancy in preference to one 
of our own corps. 

The average experience of those who hold places 
to which the highest salaries — $1000 or more — are 
attached, has been five and a fourth years. 

Of the five hundred and six Female Teachers 
employed, two hundred and thirty-three have gradu- 
ated from our Normal and High Schools. Quite 
a large number have passed through the Grammar 
Schools without entering the High School, and 
another large number have entered the High School 
but have not completed the Course. The exact 
number embraced in these two items cannot be 
determined, but enough is known to make it cer- 
tain that considerably more than one-half our corps 
of teachers have received their training in our own 
schools. This number will increase relatively as our 
system of schools grows in years and in efficiency. 
Of the two hundred and thirty-three graduates, 
forty-two are in the Grammar Department or act- 

7 
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ing as Principals of Primary Schools. One hundred 
and ninety-one are teaching in Primary Grades. 
The proportion is about the same as that which 
obtains throughout the whole corps of teachers. 
But of the thirty-five Head Assistants and Female 
Principals, fifteen are graduates of our High and 
Normal Schools, and the most responsible of all 
positions, that of the Principal of the School of 
Practice, is filled by a Normal Graduate. 

QUALIFICATIONS OF TEACHERS. 

The nature of the work to be done determines 
what shall be required of the workman. Our work 
is twofold, including discipline and instruction. These 
terms are used in their generic rather than in their 
specific sense. These two processes are necessarily 
related each to the other. The former involves 
a thorough acquaintance with the material to be 
wrought upon, and with the best methods of apply- 
ing means in furtherance of the end sought. The 
latter supplies the means. In other words, discipline 
takes the means furnished by instruction and applies 
them to the child, having ever in view the produc- 
tion of a full and ripe manhood. From time 
immemorial the teacher's acquaintance with means 
has been accepted as the basis of his qualifications. 
An understanding of the principles of Arithmetic, 
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Grammar and Geography, has served as a passport 
to the teacher's desk. 

It is but very recently that a knowledge of the 
structure of the human body, and of its hygienic 
laws, has had any weight in determining a teacher's 
qualifications. So far are we from making an 
acquaintance with the laws of our mental and moral 
being a requisite in those who teach our children, that 
we should be considered cruel in withholding a 
certificate of qualifications from any candidate on the 
ground of utter ignorance in this regard. 

With us, a step in the right direction has been 
taken, in that all our examinations are supplemented 
by a trial in the school room before an appointment 
is made. Thus we are able to determine, in some 
degree, the ability of the candidate to adapt the 
means which the examination has shown her to 
possess, to the end we expect her to attain. This 
practical knowledge, as thus determined, is of incal- 
culable value to our schools. And yet an element 
of uncertainty attaches to it, which would be entirely 
removed if we could ascertain that the teacher really 
comprehends the nature of her pupil. 

The question here arises — if discipline be of so 
much more importance than instruction, why not 
change our entire system of examinations at once? 

The workman must have tools, with the nature and 
use of which he must be perfectly familiar. He 
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should also know the character of the material he is 
to work upon, that he may wisely choose the instru- 
ment to be used, and that he may apply the proper 
degree of force, and in the right direction. Our 
present system is good enough as far as it goes. We 
are sure that the means of education are understood. 
By careful inspection of the work of the teacher, we 
ascertain whether or not proper methods of applica- 
tion of means are used. The next step in our 
progress must be the requirement of a knowledge 
of the laws that govern man in his physical, mental 
and moral being. But in our path lie the obstruc- 
tion of long established usage, and the lack of a 
really professional spirit. The importance and the 
dignity of the teacher's work have not been fully 
recognized. The impression has prevailed that the 
things taught were of more value than the persons 
taught. For the prevalence of this impression teach- 
ers are themselves largely responsible. Relatively 
too much stress has been laid upon the ability of 
the child to stand the test of an examination in 
Reading, Writing and Arithmetic — too little upon 
his ability to meet the hard work of life with a 
resolute will, self-reliant and patient; to be truthful 
when falsehood may seem the more profitable; to 
be polite in the midst of boorishness; to be kind, 
considerate and benevolent when tempted by love 
of ease to be selfish and avaricious; to defend. 
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single-handed if need be, the right against the thou- 
sand advocates of wrong. He must think more of 
the man developed by the effort made in the acqui- 
sition of learning, than of the learning acquired. 
To know much of many sciences is desirable, but 
consciousness of ability to meet successfully all the 
demands that may be laid upon us, is of higher 
value; the former is the result of instruction, the 
latter of discipline. Then again the popular impres- 
sion that a teacher needs to know only the specific 
branches she is required to teach, must be met and 
removed. Our most successful teachers are those 
who are keeping themselves abreast of the times, 
who are constantly studying into the mental needs 
of their pupils, and who spend more hours upon the 
^^How to teach'' than upon the ^^What to teachy' 
or rather, who knowing well what to teach are busy- 
ing themselves constantly with the discovery of the 
real powers of the child and of better methods 
of application of means to the development of the 
mind of the child. 

Enough has been said to call attention to a felt 
want in our system of Popular Education. How 
shall this want be met? One answers, with an 
assured conviction that he has found the correct 
solution — "Employ no more inexperienced girls." 
The larger part of our teaching is done by ladies, 
and properly so. More profitable fields of labor. 
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marriage, and death, take away many of the best. 
Their places are to be supplied. We must take 
those of little or no experience, unless we draw all 
our supplies from other fields, and send abroad our 
own material for training and the acquisition of 
experience. This alternative we are not prepared to 
accept. We must have some teachers of no previous 
experience. But I fancy the outcry against inex- 
perience is directed more against the frivolity and 
inconsiderateness of the very few who secure places 
into which their minds and hearts are never put; 
to whom Friday evening is the happiest time of 
all the week; who are more deeply interested in 
the characters presented in some pleasing fiction, 
than in the real character of the children whose lives 
they are shaping, or, rather, suflfering to shape them- 
selves. Character is of more value than experience. 
It should be a source of pride to every one that 
we have so much of both character and experience 
in our teachers, and that the number of thoughtless 
and giddy ones is so small. 

Our Normal Course of Study seems to establish 
the criterion of teachers' qualifications, inasmuch 
as all who graduate are promised places. From year 
to year our schools have progressed. The standard 
established by the Committee on Examination of 
Teachers has been gradually raised. The average 
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attainments of our corps of teachers is higher than 
formerly. Our Normal Course is substantially the 
same as it has been for years past. Is it not well 
to consider the propriety of enlarging this Course 
of Study, or of advancing the requisites for admis- 
sion to the Normal School? Since the establishment 
of the High School Classes it has seemed to me that 
our Normal School might be made more efficient by 
taking the pupils from these Classes instead of from 
the Grammar Schools as at present, and thus give a 
more thorough Course in Mental Science, Natural 
History, General History, and in the History of 
Educational Systems, than we can at present furnish. 
The work of our Normal Graduates is good, but 
might it not be made still better by a little higher 
degree of culture, especially in the direction indicated 
above ? A diploma of graduation should be a pass- 
port to any place that may be vacant in our schools. 
But, to this end, a broader and deeper culture is 
necessary. In our present system some very impor- 
tant topics are touched very lightly ; others not at 
all. An advanced standard of admission, or an 
extended Course of Study, will meet the requirement, 
and advance materially the interests of our schools. 
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HIGH SCHOOL CLASSES. 

The experiment of placing pupils admitted to the 
High School in selected rooms, in each of the 
Divisions of the city, for instruction, has been 
successfully tried. 

For the South Division, a room was selected in the 
Haven School, and the class, numbering 39, was 
placed under the instruction of Miss Maria A, 
Parrey. 

A class of 39, was placed under the charge of 
Miss Carrie A. de Clercq, in a room of the 
Franklin School for the North Division. It was 
supposed that two rooms would be needed for the 
West Division, and one room was opened in the 
Hayes School, under charge of Miss Frances A. 
Smallwood, and another in the Foster School, under 
charge of Miss Gussie E. Grant ; the former 
enrolling 29 pupils, and the latter but 13. 

The studies pursued by these classes have been 
the English studies of the first year of the High 
School Course, and German, under the instruction of 
Mrs. Sophia Cornienti. 

I have visited these classes as frequently as my 
other duties would permit, and have held two writ- 
ten examinations, and, in company with Mr. C. N. 
Holden, Chairman of the Committee on the High 
School, one oral examination, during the year. The 
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result of these examinations has shown the instruc- 
tion given to be very thorough, and an excellent 
degree of discipline has been maintained. All the 
pupils who have continued the entire year are well 
prepared to go on with the studies of the next year 
in their course. The ladies have labored indefati- 
gably to make their work successful, and they cer- 
tainly have reason to be satisfied with the results 
attained. The class in the Foster School will be 
discontinued during the coming year, and the class 
for the West Division will be organized in the new 
building upon the High School grounds.

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ASSISTANT TO SUPERINTENDENT. 

By vote of the Board Mr. George D. Broomell, 
Principal of the Haven School, was selected as 
Assistant to the Superintendent. The special duties 
assigned him have been the general oversight of the 
Independent Primary Schools, and the supervision 
of the work of substitutes, who, while awaiting 
appointment, have labored temporarily in the 
schools during the absence of regular teachers. This 
latter phase of our work has assumed considerable 
importance, since the trial thus made of a teacher's 
ability really supplements the examination which 
determines the literary qualifications of candidates. 
Failure in ability to teach is as fatal as failure 
in knowledge of branches taught. During the year 
past we have been better able to do exact justice by- 
all candidates than heretofore, and for the same 
reason the schools have been better served. Two 
general examinations of portions of the Primary 
Department of our schools have been conducted by 
Mr. Broomell, and the results are appended hereto. 

While the Annual Examination of the Grammar 
Department has kept this department in uniform 
condition throughout the city, the work of the 
Primary Department has not been as closely graded. 
To secure uniformity as far as possible a full exam- 
ination of Fifth Grade Classes, ready for promotion. 
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was ordered, and at a later date a partial examination 
of Sixth Grade Classes was had. The questions 
submitted, and the tables of results will render any 
further statements unnecessary. 

We have had work enough to occupy all our time, 
and it gives me great pleasure to bear testimony to 
the faithful and successful work of Mr. Broomell. 
His service for many years as Principal gave him 
peculiar fitness for the work he has had in charge. 

On the nineteenth day of April, 1870, an examin- 
ation of classes of the Fifth Grade was held, upon 
the following questions :

The lack of a suitable hall in which to gather all 
our teachers, made a division necessary for a portion 
of the year. For three months of the school year 
the teachers met in their respective divisions of the 
city, the sections meeting upon successive Satur- 
days of each month. During the winter a series of 
lectures was given, at lower Farwell Hall, by the 
following named gentlemen : 

1. Edmund Andrews, M.D., upon the '' Recent 
. Geology of the Lake Region." 

2. Col. J. W. Foster, upon the ** Early Settlers 
of the Northwest." 

3. J. V. Z. Blaney, M.D., upon " Ferment- 
ation." 

4. W. H. Ryder, D.D., upon "Art in Italy." 

5. Rev. David Swing, upon " Michael Angelo." 

6. Maj. J. W. Powell, upon the "Caflons of the 
Colorado." 

These lectures were all of great interest and value. 

In addition to these meetings there have been held 
ten sessions of the Principals' Association, a volun- 
tary association, organized at the beginning of the 
year, for purposes of consultation upon matters 
connected with school instruction and discipline. 
Very profitable discussions have filled the time 
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allotted to the meetings, and no agency has proved 
more beneficial to the schools than this. An interest 
has been awakened, deeper and more far-reaching in 
its influence than that arising from any other 
organization. 

CONCLUSION. 

In reviewing the work of the past year, nothing 
gives me greater pleasure than to record the general 
devotion of the teachers to their work, their ready 
acquiescence in the wishes of the Board, and of their 
Superintendent. Their intelligent appreciation of 
the work they have assumed, and their honest and 
earnest efforts to accomplish it, deserve the most 
hearty commendation. The few exceptional cases 
will be better corrected by private counsel than by 
any public admonition. 

Since entering your service as Superintendent, the 
duties of the office have largely increased, as these 
comparative statements will show. Six years ago 
there were eighteen schools in all. There are now 
thirty -six. The whole number of teachers employed 
at that time was two hundred and twelve. It is now 
five hundred and thirty-seven. The number of pupils 
enrolled in 1863, was 21,188; in 1870, ^^^$39* 
The average daily attendance was then 10,002. For 
the year just closed it is 24,839. The labor of 
supervision increases more rapidly than increase of 
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numbers would indicate, especially since this increase 
of numbers has brought with it the selection of 
sites, the erection of buildings, the adjustment of 
district boundaries, from which the Superintendent 
could not be wholly freed, although the work has 
been so well done by those to whose province this 
work specially belongs. 

With increasing labor has come an increased inter- 
est in my work. Your counsels and your kindly 
appreciation of service rendered, have ever sustained 
me, and for them I desire to express my gratitude.

I. SPECIAL FUNDS. 
MosELEY Book Fund. 

In 1856, a fund of $1,000 was established by 
the late Flavel Moseley, Esq,, the interest of 
which is expended in purchasing text books for 
indigent children attending the Public Schools. 

During the year 1867, a bequest of $10,000, 
made by Mr. Moseley, less a revenue tax of 
$600, was added to this fund, so that the total 
fund now amounts to $10,400. 

Jones Fund. 

In 1858, William Jones, Esq., established a 
fund of $1,000, the interest of which is applied 
for the benefit of the Jones School, in procuring 
text books for indigent children, books of refer- 
ence, maps, globes, etc. 
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Newberry Fund, 

In 1S62, Walter L. Newberry, Esq., estab- 
lished a fund of $1,000, the interest of which is 
applied for the benefit of the Newberry School, in 
procuring text books for indigent children, school 
apparatus, books for reference, etc. 

Foster Medal Fund. 

In 1857, Dr. John H. Foster established a 
fund of $1,000, the avails of which are expended 
in procuring medals and other awards of -merit for 
the most deserving pupils attending the Grammar 
Department of the District Schools.

Porter's Telegraph College Scholarships. 

In 1867, E. Payson Porter, Esq., donated one 
Life Scholarship to the graduating class of each 
of the District Schools, and one Life Scholarship 
to the graduating class of each Department of the 
High School, annually for the period of ten years, 
to be awarded to the pupil in each class whose 
average for the year is the highest among those 
who have been neither absent nor tardy during the 
year.

In 1868, C. N. HoLDEN, Esq,, placed in the 
hands of the Secretary, One Hundred Dollars, 
with instructions to draw on him annually for a 
similar amount, until One Thousand Dollars is 
placed at the disposal of the Board, to be expended 
for the benefit of the H olden School, as follows: 
eight-tenths of the amount to be used in the 
purchase of text books for deserving and needy 
children attending the school, who are not able to 
supply themselves; the remaining two-tenths, to- 
gether with all not expended for text books for 
needy children, to be used in the purchase of 
books for prizes.

Burr Fund. 

In 1868, Jonathan Burr, Esq., in his last 
Will and Testament, proven in Probate Court, 
February 25, 1869, after certain specific bequests 
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to various relatives and public institutions, be- 
queathed one-eleventh of the balance of his prop- 
erty and estate to the City of Chicago, in trust, 
the annual income of the same to be paid over to 
the Board of Education, to be expended in pro- 
curing books of reference, maps, charts, illustrative 
apparatus, and works of taste and art ; and in 
case the City of Chicago fails to provide the 
necessary text books and slates for indigent chil- 
dren attending the Public Schools of the city, 
then the Board of Education is authorized and 
directed, at its discretion, to use and expend the 
whole or any part of said income for such purpose.

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 



I. BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

I. ORGANIZATION. 

Section i. The members of the Board of Education shall 
meet and organize each year, on the first Tuesday succeeding 
the election of members of the Board by the Common Council. 
Sec. 2. At the meeting of the organization of the Board in 
each year, or at the first meeting thereafter, the President shall 
appoint, subject to the approval of the Board, the following 
Standing Committees, viz. : 

Committee on School Buildings and Grounds, consisting of 

three members. 
Finance and Auditing Committee, consisting of three mem- 
bers. 
Committee on Text Books and Course of Instruction, con- 
sisting of three members. 
Committee on Rules and Regulations, consisting of three 

members. 
Committee on Apparatus and Furniture, consisting of three 

members. 
Committee on Examination of Teachers, consistnig of four 
members and the Superintendent. 
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Committee on the Appointment of Teachers, consisting of 
three members, together with the Special Committee on 
the School to which an appointment is to be made, and 
the Committee on the School from which any transfer is 
proposed to be made. 
Committee on Janitors and Supplies, consisting of three 

members. 
Committee on Medals and Rewards, consisting of tliree 

members. 
Committee on Evening Schools, consisting of one member 

for each school opened. 
Committee on German, consisting of three members. 
Committee on Salaries, consisting of three members. 
Committee on Publication, consisting of three members. 
Committee on Music, consisting of three members. 
Committee on Judiciary, consisting of three members. 
Committee on School Fund Property, consisting of five 

members. 
Committee on High School, consisting of three members. 
Committee of one for each of the District Schools. 
Sec. 3. The Committees of the Board shall enter upon 
their duties immediately after their appointment, except the 
Committees on the several District and Primary Schools, who 
shall enter upon their duties immediately after the annual 
election of Teachers. 

Sec. 4. The Board shall hold its regular meetings on the 
first and third Tuesdays of each month, at half past seven 
o'clock, p. M., unless otherwise ordered by the Board. Special 
meetings may be called at any time, by the President, or at the 
written request of any five members, left with the Secretary. 

Sec. 5. A majority of the Board shall be requisite to con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Sec. 6. All questions relating to the conduct of teachers, 
their qualifications, etc., shall be considered with closed doors. 
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II. POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE PRESIDENT AND VICE 

PRESIDENT. 

Sec. 7. The President shall take the chair at the time 
appointed for the meeting of the Board, and shall call the 
members to order; and, on the appearance of the quorum, he 
shall cause the minutes of the last meeting of the Board to be 
read, and shall proceed to business in the following order: 

Reports of Committees, to be called in order, except Com- 
mittees on the District Schools. 

Petitions and Communications. 

Reports and suggestions from the Superintendent. 

Miscellaneous and unfinished business. 

Reports from the Committers on the District Schools. 

Sec. 8. The President shall preserve order and decorum in 
the meetings, and shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
appeal to the Board. 

Sec. 9. The President shall rise to address the Board, but 
may put a question or read, sitting. He shall declare all votes ; 
but in case of doubt shall, on request of any member, require 
members to rise, and stand until they are counted, and he shall 
then declare the result. All votes upon questions requiring 
appropriations of money, or the adoption of new text books, 
must be taken by ayes and noes^ as provided by the charter; 
and on any other question, the ayes and noes shall be called 
when any member shall request it. 

Sec. 10. When the President wishes to address the Board 
at length, on any subject or question pending before it, he shall 
request some member to take the chair temporarily, but he 
may state facts, and give his opinion on questions of order, 
without leaving the chair. 

Sec. II, A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
except when a member has the floor, or when a question has 
been put and not decided. 
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Sec. 12. The Vice President shall possess the powers and 
perform the duties of the President in his absence. 

III. RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF MEMBERS. 

Sec. 13. When any member .is about to speak in debate, or 
to present any matter to the Board, he shall rise in his place, 
and respectfully address the President, and shall confine himself 
to the question under debate, and avoid personalities. 

Sec 14. No member, while speaking, shall be interrupted 
by another, except to call to order, or to correct a mistake. 

Sec. 15. No member shall s[>eak on any motion or order 
under discussion, more than twice, without leave of the Board, 
nor more than once until all other members choosing to speak, 
shall have spoken. 

Sec. 16. All resolutions offered by members of the Board 
shall be submitted in writing. 

Sec. 17. Every member, who shall be present when a ques- 
tion is put, shall give his vote, unless the Board, for special 
reasons, excuse him. 

Any questions of order arising, not provided for in these 
rules, shall be decided according to well-established parliament- 
ary rules for the government of deliberative bodies — Cushing's 
Manual being the guide in all cases. 

rV. DUTIES OF STANDING COMMITTEES, 

Sec 18. It shall be the duty of the Committee on School 
Buildings and Grounds to exercise a general supervision over 
the buildings and their appendages, furniture, and grounds 
belonging to the schools, and the repairs that may be needed ; 
to attend to the warming and ventilation of the several school 
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houses; and to recommend any improvements in the school 
buildings and grounds that may be thought necessary. 

Sec. 19. It shall be the duty of the Finance and Auditing 
Committee, to receive and examine thoroughly the Monthly 
Report of the School Agent, and present the same to the 
Board ; also, to report annually, at the regular meeting for the 
month of April, the condition of the School Fund, together 
with such recommendations as they shall think proper in con- 
nection therewith; they shall also meet upon the day of the 
regular meetings of the Board, and shall examine all bills 
charged to the School Tax Fund, and shall report the same to 
the Board at the meeting next succeeding, with their approval 
or dissent, as the case may require. No bills shall be paid until 
the same are ordered by the Board : Provided^ that temporary 
loans made by the Comptroller for the benefit of the School Tax 
Fund, and all estimates made by the Board of Public Works 
on contracts for school purposes, may be paid when approved 
by the Finance and Auditing Committee. All orders drawn 
on the School Tax Fund and on the School Fund for the pay- 
ment of salaries fixed by the Board, and all orders drawn on 
any of the Special Funds, when approved by the President 
and Secretary, shall be regarded as approved by the Board. 

Sec. 20. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Text 
Books and Course of Instiniction, annually, at the regular 
meeting next succeeding the school month of March, to make 
a report embracing such facts and suggestions in regard to 
Text Books and the Course of Instruction as they may deem 
proper to present. At this meeting any member may propose 
any changes in Text Books that may seem to him proper and 
desirable. All propositions for changes in Text Books shall 
lie over for one month, and until the next regular meeting of 
the Board, when they shall be finally acted upon. It shall not 
be in order for any member of tlie Board at any other time to 
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propose any changes in Text Books in use in tlie schools, 
except by a vote of at least two-thirds of all the members of 
the Board. No Text Book shall be considered as adopted, 
unless there be a concurrent vote of a majority of all the mem- 
bers of the Board in its favor. All changes in Text Books 
shall take effect only at the commencement of the Fall Term, 
unless it be otherwise ordered by a vote of two-thirds of all the 
members of the Board. 

Sec. 21. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Rules 
and Regulations, from time to time, and especially at the season 
for publishing the Annual Report, to prepare such revisions 
and modifications of the Rules and Regulations as they deem 
expedient, and submit them to the Board. 

Sec. 22. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Appa- 
ratus and Furniture, from time to time, to recommend the 
purchase of such apparatus as may be found necessary; and 
the purchase, change, or alteration of school furniture as they 
may deem expedient. 

Sec. 23. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Exami- 
nation of Teachers, upon the third Friday of each Calendar 
month, to examine all candidates who may apply for situations 
in the Public Schools. Special examinations may be held 
whenever, in the judgment of the Committee, it is necessary. 
Candidates shall be examined in the absence of all spectators, 
except the members of the Board of Education. 

Sec. 24. It shall be the duty of the Committee on the 
Appointment of Teachers, to make such appointments and 
transfers of Female Teachers in the District Schools as the 
wants of the several District Schools may require, but no 
transfer shall be made from any school without first notifying 
the Principal of said school. All appointments made by the 
Committee shall be temporary, and at each regular meeting of 
the Board it shall be the duty of said Committee to present a 
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list of all appointments made by them since their last report, 
which list of appointments shall be recorded, and at the suc- 
ceeding regular meeting the same shall be taken up as a part 
of the regular business of the Board, and acted on by the con- 
firmation or rejection of such appointments: Provided^ that 
the Board may postpone the action on such appointments from 
one meeting to another. 

Sec. 25. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Janitors 
and Supplies, to make all necessary arrangements for the care 
of the school buildings and premises, and to exercise a general 
supervision of the various supplies of fuel, mats, clocks, crayons, 
etc.; and they shall appoint no Janitor or Engineer unless he 
shall furnish to the Committee satisfactory evidence of capa- 
bility to perform the duties required of him. They shall have 
power and authority to regulate, alter and prescribe the duties 
of the several Janitors of the Public Schools, and the duties of 
the Messenger in the office of the Board, and recommend to 
the Board their compensation, and to fix the compensation of 
the carpenters and other workmen employed in and about the 
Public Schools. 

Sec. 26. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Medals 
and Rewards, to see that a sufficient number of medals bear- 
ing a proper inscription, and diplomas with the requisite 
engravings, are procured and in possession of the Superintend- 
ent, at least two weeks before the close of the Summer Term of 
the schools. All medals shall be submitted to the Board for 
their inspection, and be approved by them before the auditing 
of the bills for the same. 

Sec. 27. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Evening 
Schools to take the general charge and oversight of Evening 
Schools when appropriations are made by the Common Council 
for their support; to appoint the teachers of the same, and to 
fix their compensation ; and to make a report to the Board of 
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Education of the condition and wants of these schools; and all 
bills contracted in support of Evening Schools shall be audited 
by the Finance and Auditing Committee when countersigned 
by the Chairman of the Committee on Evening Schools. 

Sec. 28. It shall be the duty of the Committee on German, 
to take the general oversight of the instruction given in the 
German language in the District Schools, to examine all teach- 
ers who may apply for positions as teachers of German at such 
times as they may see fit, to recommend to the Committee on 
Appointment of Teachers such persons as they find best fitted 
to teach the German language at any time when vacancies 
occur, and to report to the Board of Education, each month, 
the condition and wants of the German Department of the 
Disti'ict Schools. German may be introduced, as a branch of 
study, into any school in the city, whenever the parents of at 
least one hundred and fifty pupils of the school shall have 
petitioned for its introcjuction. 

Sec. 29. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Salaries 
to recommend to the Board at any time such changes of salaries 
as they may deem advisable, and to consider and act upon any 
recommendations that may be made by the Committee on 
Appointment of Teachers, in cases of those teachers who come 
to our schools with much and successful experience in schools 
of like character elsewhere. 

Sec. 30. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Pub- 
lication to take the supervision of the publication of all reports, 
blanks, etc., issued by the Board of Education, to secure bids 
for such work, and to examine and recommend to the Auditing 
and Finance Committee all bills for such work done under 
their direction. 

Sec. 31. It shall be the dut)' of the Committee on Music 
to arrange the number of lessons in Music to be given to each 
school, and the length of the exercises. They may also, at 
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their discretion, designate any of the regular teachers to give 
instruction in Music to such divisions as they may appoint. 
They shall have authority to employ the Music Masters during 
a portion of their time in the instruction of teachers; and for 
the accomplishment of this object they may dismiss such Pri- 
mary Divisions as they may deem best, not exceeding one hour 
in four w^eeks. It shall be the duty of all teachers whose 
divisions are so dismissed, to attend these exercises. 

Sec. 32. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Judiciary 
to consider and report upon all questions that may be referred 
to them by the Board. 

Sec. 33. It shall be the duty of the Committee on School 
Fund Property to exercise a general oversight upon the prop- 
erty belonging to the School Fund, and to have special care 
of all appraisals and assessments upon such property, that so 
far as possible exact justice be done, as in all cases of private 
property. 

Sec. 34. The Committee on the High School shall perform 
the same duties that are prescribed for the several Committees 
of the District Schools. 

Sec. 35. It shall be the duty of the several District Com- 
mittees to visit the schools under their charge at least once in 
four weeks, and to make a short report, from time to time, of 
the condition of said schools, including a particular statement of 
the condition of the buildings and grounds, and to recommend 
any changes and transfers of teachers which they may deem 
best for the interest of the schools. And it shall further be 
the duty of the several District Committees to be present at 
the close of the Summer Term of said schools, and to award 
the medals, scholarships and diplomas to those pupils whose 
attendance, scholarship and general deportment entitle them to 
the same, which shall be determined by the class books, and 
by special examination of the classes. 
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Sec. 36. It shall be the duty of the Chairman of each 
Committee by whom bids or proposals are received, in accord- 
ance with instructions of the Board, to notify, through the 
Clerk of the Board, all members of the Board of the place and 
hour of meeting for the purpose of opening such bids or pro- 
posals, and no bids or proposals shall be opened until at least 
two members of the Board are present 

Sec. 37. It shall be the duty of the several Committees 
having charge of the expenditures of the Board to report, 
through the Finance and Auditing Committee, at the regular 
meeting following the school month of February, a statement 
of the expenditures of the past year, and tlieir estimates for 
the ensuing year. 

Sec. 38. It shall be the duty of each Committee to report 
briefly at tlie regular meeting next preceding the organization of 
the Board, their transactions for the year. 

II. OFFICERS OF THE BOARD. 

I. superintendent, and his duties. 

Sec. 39. The Superintendent of Public Schools shall act 
under the advice and direction of the Board of Education, and 
shall have the superintendence of all the Public Schools, 
school houses, books, and apparatus. He shall devote himself 
exclusively to the duties of his office. He shall keep regular 
office hours, other than school hours, at a place to be provided 
for that purpose, which shall be the general depository of the 
books and papers belonging to the Board of Education, and at 
which the Board shall hold its meetings. He shall acquaint 
himself with whatever principles and facts may concern the 
interests of popular education, and with all matters pertaining 
in any way to the organization, discipline and instruction of the 
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Public Schools, to the end that all children in this city, who are 
instructed at the Public Schools, may obtain the best education 
which these schools are able to impart. 

Sec. 40. He shall visit all the schools as often as his duties 
will permit, and shall pay particular attention to the classifica- 
tion of the pupils in the several schools, and to the apportion- 
ment among the classes of the prescribed studies. In passing 
daily from school to school, he shall endeavor to transfer 
improvements and to remedy defects. The Superintendent 
shall carefully observe the teaching and discipline of all the 
teachers employed in the Public Schools, and shall report to 
they Board whenever he shall find any teacher deficient and 
incompetent in the discharge of his or her duties. 

Sec. 41. He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Edu- 
cation, and act as Secretary thereof. He shall keep the Board 
of Education constantly informed of the condition of the Pub- 
lic Schools, and the changes required in the same. He shall 
keep a record of all his proceedings, at all times open to the 
Board of Education. A general report of the condition of the 
Public Schools shall be prepared by him at the close of each 
school year, for publication. He shall, moreover, report to the 
Board of Education, from time to time, such by-laws and 
regulations for the government, discipline and management of 
the Public Schools as he may deem expedient, and the same 
may be adopted by the Board ; and he shall also perform such 
other duties as the Board of Education shall, from time to 
time, direct. 

Sec. 42. The Superintendent is authorized to grant per- 
mits to pupils resident in one District to attend school in 
another, when there are good reasons for the change, satisfac- 
tory to the Committee on Rules and Regulations. 

15 
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II. CLERK, AND HIS DUTIES. 

Sec. 43. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep the min- 
utes of the meetings of the Board ; and to be official, his signa- 
ture must be attached to them on the books and records of the 
Board. He shall also take general charge of the rooms of the 
board, and the property contained therein. 
■ Sec. 44. The orders of the Board of Education for labor 
and supplies shall be given by the Clerk, under the general 
direction of the President of the Board, and the several Stand- 
ing Committees — each Committee attending to the supervision 
of its own department. 

Sec. 45. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to preser\'e, at 
the office of the Board, a complete list of the books, clocks, 
tliermomcters, chairs, bells, settees, mats, keys, etc., furnished 
to the several Public Schools. 

III. BUILDING AND SUPPLY AGENT. 

Sec. 46. The Building and Supply Agent shall have the 
special oversight and direction of the workmen employed by 
the Board, and of the Janitors of the several Public Schools, 
attend to the furnishing of supplies, superintend the repairs, 
and have the general care of all the property under the control 
of the Board, and shall perform such other duties as may be 
required of him by the Board. He shall be under the general 
direction of the Committee on Buildings and Grounds, the 
Committee on Apparatus and Furniture, the Committee on 
[anitors and Supplies, and tlie Superintendent. 

Sec. 47. The contracts with engineers and janitors shall 
all be made by the Building and Supply Agent, under the 
direction of the Committee on Janitors and Supplies. 

The engineers and janitors shall have exclusive control of the 
heating apparatus, under the direction of the Committee on 
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Janitors and Supplies, and the Building and Supply Agent, and 
shall be held responsible to the Board for any damage by care-' 
lessness or neglect. It shall be the duty of engineers and janitors 
to report promptly any defect in the steam-heating apparatus, 
furnaces, stoves, stovepipes and sidewalks, to the Building and 
Supply Agent, who shall have authority to furnish them with 
the necessary material and help for immediate repairs. 

During the spring vacation, and at such other times as may 
be necessary to insure cleanliness, the engineers and janitors 
shall attend to the washing of tlie floors, seats, desks, stairs, 
doors, wainscoting, and windows; they shall also set all panes 
of glass, when broken ; they shall keep all the rooms and walls 
of their buildings in neat condition, and attend to the cleaning 
of stoves, stovepipes, and furnaces, and to tlie removal of dust 
from the deilings and walls of their respective school buildings ; 
they shall also remove all snow and ice from the steps of the 
buildings, and from the sidewalks, both outside and inside the 
school yard. 

It shall be the duty of the Principal of each school to super- 
intend the above work, and to see that it is promptly and 
properly done. 

III. TERMS, VACATIONS, ETC. 

I. SCHOOL YEAR. 

Sec. 48. The school year, for the purposes contemplated in 
these rules, shall commence on the first Monday in September, 
and end on the third day of July, or upon the Friday preceding 
the third day of July, whenever that day falls upon Monday or 
Tuesday of the week. 
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II. SCHOOL CALENDAR. 

Sec. 49. Terms and Vacations, — The terms of the Public 
Schools shall commence on the second day of January, the 
Monday following the first Friday in May, and the first Mon- 
day in September; and shall close two weeks before the first 
Friday in May, and upon the third day of July, and the twenty- 
fourth day of December: Provided^ that when the second day 
of January occurs later in the week than Wednesday, then the 
schools shall not commence till the following Monday. The 
schools shall be continued five days in each week. 

Sec. 50. Holidays, — The Fourth of July, Annual Thanks- 
giving and the following Friday, and the Twenty-second of 
February, shall be regarded as holidays. 

No teacher shall take any holiday other than the above, or 
leave school in school hours, except in accordance with sections 
51 and 94, or on account of sickness, or other unavoidable 
necessity. 

Sec. 51. Closing Schools Temporarily, — The President of 
the Board of Education shall have authority to dismiss the 
schools temporarily, not exceeding three days in a year, or to 
grant leave of absence from school to any teacher, when, in 
his judgment, such dismissal or leave of absence shall be 
necessary. 

IV. HIGH SCHOOL. 
I. management. 

Sec. 52. Management of the High School. — The general 
management and discipline of the High School are committed 
to the hands of the Principal; but each of the assistants shall 
be responsible, under the direction of the Principal, for the 
order and discipline of his own room. 
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Sec. 53. Term of Attendance upon the High School. — 
The term of attendance upon the High School necessary for 
graduation, shall he, in the Normal Department, two years, 
and in the General and Classical Departments, four years: 
Provided^ that any pupil who desires to enter college from the 
High School may omit such English studies as are pursued in 
college, and complete the studies of the second, third and 
fourth years in two years. 

Sec. 54. Monthly Report to Parents, — The Principal of 
the High School shall send a monthly report to the parent or 
guardian of each pupil, showing the averages of the pupil in 
attendance, scholarship, and deportment; to be signed by the 
parent or guardian, and returned to the Principal. 

Sec. 55. Transfer of Pupils from one Class to Another, 
— Pupils of the High School may be removed from the class 
to which they belong in the regular course, with the approval 
of the Superintendent, upon an examination of each case 
reported by the Principal. 

Sec. 56. Forfeiture of Seat in High School, — Pupils of 
the High School who vacate their seats four successive weeks 
shall be re-admitted only on the recommendation of the Prin- 
cipal, and by special vote of the Board of Education ; and no 
pupil shall be re-admitted without satisfactory evidence in 
writing, submitted to the Board, stating the cause of the dis- 
continuance of such pupil's attendance: Provided^ that the 
Chairman of the Committee on the High School may, in 
special cases, on the recommendation of the Principal, grant 
permission to applicants to return during the intervals between 
the meetings of the Board, and remain till the next meeting 
subsequent to such re-admission. 
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II. DAILY SESSIONS. 

Sec. 57. School Hours, — The daily sessions of the High 
School sliall commence at nine o'clock, and close at two o'clock. 

III. ADMISSION TO HIGH SCHOOL. 

Sec. 58. Examination for Admission to High School. — 
Pupils shall not be admitted to the General or Classical 
Department of the High Schokjl until they are twelve years 
of age; and until they shall have sustained a satisfactory exam- 
ination upon the studies pursued in the District Schools. They 
shall also be actual residents of the city, and shall have attended 
some District School of the city two terms, one of which shall 
be the term next preceding the time of application for admis- 
sion ; but this rule shall not operate to exclude from examina- 
tion any pupils that have not resided in the city two terms, if 
they enter the Public Schools as soon as they become residents 
of the city, and present themselves at the first examination that 

occurs after they become residents : Provided^ they shall have 
attended the public schools of some city or town two-thirds of 
a year, one-half of which time shall be within six months next 
preceding the time of application for admission. 

No pupils from the District Schools shall be admitted to 
examination, unless they bring certificates from the Principals 
that they are eligible to an examination under the foregoing 
rule. Pupils who desire to be examined with the candidates 
for admission to the High School, but do not intend to enter 
the school, shall not be debarred from this privilege : Provided^ 
they are in other respects eligible. 

The regular examination for admission to the High School 
shall take place once each year, near the close of the Summer 
Term. 
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Near the close of the Fall Term in each year there shall be 
a special examination of pupils who are eligible to seats in the 
High School, and who may be j^repared to enter existing 
classes. But no pupils shall be admitted to the High School 
at this time unless they first sustain a thorough examination on 
all the preparatory studies, and also on all the studies that have 
been pursued in the High School by the class which they pro- 
pose to enter; thus satisfying the Board that their rank of 
scholarship is as high as the average rank of the class which 
they are to join. Nor shall any pupils be admitted at this 
examination, however high their rank of scholarship, unless 
there are vacant seats in the division they are to enter. 

Pupils admitted to the High School, who desire to pursue 
the English Course only, shall be admitted to the High School 
Classes of their respective Divisions of the city, for the first 
year of their course. 

Sec. 59. Questions for Examination, — It shall be the duty 
of the Superintendent to prepare a suitable list of questions for 
each examination of candidates for admission to the High 
School, and some member of the Committee on the High 
School shall be present during the examination. 

Sec. 60. Normal Department, — Candidates for admission 
to the Normal Department of the High School shall be sixteen 
years of age, or older, and they shall pass an examination satis- 
factory to the Committee on the Examination of Teachers. 
They shall also sign a statement that it is their intention to 
pursue the business of teaching in the Public Schools of 
Chicago, and that their object in obtaining admission to this 
Department is for that purpose. 

The examination of candidates shall be held at the same 
time as the general examination for admission to the High 
School, and upon questions prepared by the Principal of the 
Normal Department. 
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Pupils may be admitted to a full or partial course, as may be 
desired. They may enter at the opening of any term; and, in 
special cases, after tiie commencement of a term, at the discre- 
tion of the Committee on the Examination of Teachers. 

No candidate that is examined for admission to the Classical 
or General Department of the High School, and rejected, shall 
be admitted to the Normal Department during the term next 
succeeding such examination. 

The Committee on the Appointment of Teachers shall have 
authority to select pupils at any time from the Normal Depart- 
ment, to take the place of teachers temporarily absent from the 
schools. 

The Committee on the Examination of Teachers shall have 
authority to remove from the Normal Department any pupils 
who do not give promise of success as teachers in the Public 
Schools. 

V. DISTRICT SCHOOLS. 

I. MANAGEMENT. 

Sec. 61. The District Schools shall be divided into ten 
Grades, and into Grammar and Primary Departments. 

All the divisions of pupils in the four highest Grades of the 
District Schools shall be called Grammar Divisions, and all 
the divisions in the six lowest Grades shall be called Primary 
Divisions. 

II. DAILY SESSIONS. 

Sec. 62. The morning sessions of the District Schools shall 
commence at nine o'clock, and close at twelve, and the after- 
noon sessions shall commence at half-past one. From the first 
Monday in the school month of November to the first Monday 
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in the school month of March, the afternoon sessions shall 
close at four o'clock, and during the remainder of the year at 
half-past four : Provided^ that nothing in this section shall be 
so construed as to prevent teachers from the judicious exercise 
of the right to detain a pupil for a reasonable time after the 
regular hour for dismissing school, either for purposes of 
discipline, or to make up neglected lessons. 

Sec. 63. Uniform Standard of Time. — It shall be the 
duty of each Principal to see that all the clocks belonging to 
his school are regulated by the city time every morning; and 
all the teachers shall conform to this standard in making their 
record of attendance both for themselves and for their pupils. 

Sec. 64. Tardiness, — The bell of each school shall be 
rung three minutes before the hour for commencing school; 
and every pupil who is not in the school room wh^n the hour 
arrives shall be marked as tardy. 

Sec. 65. Recess, — The teachers of the Grammar Divisions 
of the several schools shall allow a recess for all the pupils in 
the same, not exceeding fifteen minutes from the time they 
leave their seats until they are again seated ; and the teachers 
of the Primary Divisions shall allow a recess not exceeding 
twenty minutes from the time the pupils leave their seats until 
they are again seated. Whenever pupils are detained in the 
school room at recess, they shall pass out after the recess is 
closed. All pupils shall be required to pass out of the school 
room at recess, unless it would occasion an exposure of health, 
but they shall never be required to remain out when the 
exposure would be injurious to health. 

Sec. 66. Dismissing Primary Divisions. — From the first 
Monday in the school month of March to the first Monday in 
the school month of November, every pupil under nine years 
of age, belonging to the Eighth, Ninth and Tenth Grades, 
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shall be dismissed during the school hours of each day, not 
less than one hour, nor more than one hour and a half. Pupils 
of the Seventh Grade may be retained through the sessions, or 
dismissed any time not exceeding three-fourths of an hour. 

From the first Monday in the school month of November to 
the first Monday in the school month of March, every pupil 
under nine years of age, belonging to the Eighth, Ninth and 
Tenth Grades, shall be dismissed during the school hours of 
each day, not less than half an hour, nor more than one hour. 

No pupil over nine years of age shall be dismissed during 
any portion of the school hours, except at the discretion of the 
teacher; and no pupil, at any age, shall be dismissed during 
school hours against the wishes of his parents. 

The teachers will arrange to dismiss different classes' at dif- 
ferent times in the day, so that there will always be one or 
more classes present. 

Sec. 67. Opening and Closing School. — The Principals 
shall punctually observe the hours appointed for opening and 
dismissing the schools; and during the time from the opening 
of the school rooms to the departure of the children from tlie 
school premises, the teachers shall faithfully devote themselves 
to the duties of their office; but shall not in any manner 
encourage pupils to assemble at other than regular school 
hours for recitation or for special instruction in preparation for 
examinations. 

III. REQJJISITES FOR ADMISSION. 

Sec. 68. Age and Non-Residents. — All children living 
within the limits of the city, who are not otherwise disqualified, 
and who are upwards of six years of age, shall be entitled to 
attend the Public Schools of the city; but no child, whose 
residence is not in the city, or who has only a temporary resi- 
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dence in it for the purpose of attending the Public Schools, 
shall be received or retained in any school. 

Sec. 69. Pupils shall have Books, — No pupil shall be 
allowed to retain connection with any Public School, unless 
furnished with books, slate and other utensils required to be 
used in the class to which he belongs : Provided^ that no pupil 
shall be excluded for §uch cause unless the parent or guardian 
shall be furnished by tlie teacher with a list of books or articles 
needed, and one week shall elapse after such notice, without 
the pupil obtaining such books. 

Sec. 70. Cleanliness. — Any child that comes to school 
without proper attention having been given to the cleanliness 
of his person or dress, or whose clothes need repairing, shall 
be sent home to be properly prepared for the school room. 

Sec. 71. Contagious Diseases, — No pupil affected with 
any contagious disease shall be allowed to remain in any of the 
Public Schools. 

Sec. 72. Vaccination, — No pupil shall be received in any 
Public School, without furnishing a physician's certificate that 
he or she has been vaccinated, or otherwise secured against the 
small-pox. 

Sec. 73. Pupils Passing from one District to Another, — 
Whenever a pupil passes from one District School to another, 
he shall be required to present to the Principal of the school 
which he enters, a certificate from the Principal of the school 
which he leaves, stating that he is in good standing at the time 
of leaving, and specifying the grade and class to which he 
belongs. He shall then be allowed to enter a class in the 
same grade as that which he has left. 
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VI. EMPLOYMENT AND SALARIES OF 

TEACHERS. 

Sec. 74. At the last regular meeting before tlie close of the 
school year, the Board shall elect the teachers. The teachers 
then elected, and those afterwards appointed, when confirmed 
by the Board, shall hold their offices until the close of the 
school year, unless sooner removed, as provided by the charter. 
The election of the High School Teachers, and of the Princi- 
pals and Head Assistants of the District Schools, shall be by 
ballot, and none shall be deemed elected unless he shall receive 
a majority of the votes of all the members of the Board. 

The salaries of the teachers shall be fixed at the first meeting 
after the annual organization of the Board, which shall take 
effect at the commencement of the following School Year. 

The number of teachers that may be employed in any one 
of the District Schools or of the Primary Schools of the city, 
shall rest upon tlie following basis : 

I. For each school there shall be one Principal. 

II. For each District School numbering more than 600 
pupils in Average Number Belonging, a male Principal shall 
be elected ; and for each District School numbering less than 
600 pupils in Average Number Belonging, a male Principal or 
a female Principal may be elected. For each Primary School 
a female Principal shall be elected. 

III. For each District School (except tlie Holstein School) 
there shall be elected one Head Assistant. 

IV. For the Grammar Department of each of the District 
Schools there shall be appointed one teacher for each forty- 
eight pupils, and one for any fraction over, of more tlian one- 
half of forty-eight, the Head Assistant to be counted as a 
teacher. 
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V. For the Primary Department of the District Schools, and 
for the Independent Primary Schools (except the Blue Island 
Avenue School), there shall be appointed one teacher for every 
sixty pupils, and one for every fraction over, of more than one- 
half of sixty. 

VI. In cases of District Schools having more than 1,000 
pupils, and where the necessities of the school, through lack 
of accommodations, require the placing of pupils of more 
than one grade in the first division of any one of the District 
Schools, an extra teacher may be allowed such school : Provided 
the number of pupils necessarily placed in the first division 
shall exceed forty-eight. 

VII. At the organization of the schools for the year, the 
basis upon which the appointments above provided for shall be 
made, shall be the Average Number Belonging to the school 
during the year next preceding, and thereafter the Average 
Number Belonging for the month immediately preceding the 
appointment shall be made the basis. 

Sec. 75. No person, either male or female, shall be ap- 
pointed as teacher in any of the Public Schools, under the age 
of eighteen years. 

Sec. 76. Salaries, — The salaries of the teachers of the 
High School are established as follows : 

Principal, $2,500 per annum. 

Principal of Normal Department, - 2,200 " " 
Male Assistants, - - - - 2,200 " " 
Training Teacher of Normal School, - 1,200 " " 
Female Assistants, - - - - 1,000 " " 
The salaries of the Principals of the District Schools are 
established as follows : 

For the first year, - - - - $i, 800 per annum. 
For the second year, - - - - 1,900 " " 
For the third year and thereafter, - 2,200 " " 
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Music Teachers, each, - - - $2,000 per annum. 

Teacher of Reading and Vocal Culture, t,ooo " " 

Female Principals of District Schools, - 900 " " 

Head Assistants, - - - - 1,000 " " 

Principals of Primary Schools, - 1,000 " " 

The salaries of the Assistant Teachers in the Grammar 

Department are established as follows : 

For the first fourteen weeks, at the rate of $450 per annum.

The Board may vary the salaries from the above rates, when- 
ever it becomes necessary in order to secure the services of 
experienced teachers, upon the joint recommendation of the 
Committee on Appointment of Teachers, and of the Committee 
on Salaries : Provided^ that the amount agreed upon shall not 
exceed the highest rate established above. 

Substitutes, — Whenever any teacher shall be temporarily 
absent from school, it shall be the duty of the said teacher to 
send notice forthwith to the office of the Board of Education 
with a statement of the reason and probable time of such 
absence; and if any doubt exists in respect to the time of 
returning, then the teacher shall afterwards send seasonable 
notice to the Principal of the school, of the time when she is 
to return. All teachers when absent from school shall forfeit 
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their salary' during the continuance of such absence, except 
when the absence is occasioned by sickness or by the death of 
some near relative, when they shall forfeit from their salary a 
substitute's pay for the time of such absence, and the pay of 
the substitutes shall be at the rate of one dollar and a half per 
day. When a teacher returns to school after a temporary 
absence, and fails to send notice, as required above, in time to 
save the substitute the trouble of going to the school, the sub- 
stitute shall receive pay for one half-day, and the same shall be 
deducted from the pay of the teacher. No compensation shall 
be allowed to any teacher after an absence of two weeks, nor 
shall any teacher receive pay for absence occurring at tlie com- 
mencement of a term, unless sickness be the cause of such 
absence, and a proper notice of such cause shall have been 
sent to the office of the Board. 

Sec. 77. Payment of Salaries, — The teachers' bills shall 
be paid on Saturday after the close of each school month, 
except for the month of June (the bills for June and July 
being paid together), provided the School Agent has funds in 
his hands to meet tliem. The salary paid shall, in all cases, 
be for the time of actual service, each week being taken as a 
fractional part of the whole number of school weeks in the 
year, and each year commencing at the opening of the Fall 
Term. 

Sec. 78. Teachers^ Certificates. — Teachers who pass the 
examination required by the Board of Education shall receive, 
at first. Partial Certificates, testifying to their moral character 
and intellectual attainments. After trial, and upon the joint 
recommendation of the Committee on Appointment of Teach- 
ers, and the Committee upon the School in which such teachers 
are employed, the Board may grant a Full Certificate, testifying 
to the general success of the holder in all matters of instruction 
and discipline. 
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VII. DUTIES OF TEACHERS. 

1. GENERAL DUTIES. 

Sec. 79. TeacJiers to acquaint themselves with the Regu- 
lations. — All the teachers of the Public Schools are required 
to make themselves familiar with the provisions of these regu- 
lations, and to co-operate with the Board at all times in taking 
such measures as may be necessary to secure their observance. 
A faithful compliance with all the rules relating to teachers, 
shall be one of the conditions on which the teachers retain 
their connection with the Public Schools. It shall be the duty 
of every teacher to have a copy of the regulations at all times 
in possession at his or her school room. 

Sec. 80. Teachers to be at School Rooms Early. — All 
the teachers of the Public Schools are required to be at their 
respective school rooms^ both morning and afternoon, ten 
minutes before the time prescribed for commencing school, 
from March ist to December 1st, and fifteen minutes before 
the time from December- ist to March ist The school rooms 
shall be opened at this time for the reception of pupils. 

Teachers who are not present at their respective school rooms 
ten minutes before the time prescribed for commencing school, 
from March 1st to December ist, and fifteen minutes before 
the time from December ist to March ist, shall report them- 
selves as tardy. 

Sec. 81. Opening Exercises. — The morning exercises of 
each department of the several schools shall commence with 
reading the Scriptures, without note or comment, and this 
exercise may be followed by repeating the Lord's Prayer, and 
by appropriate singing. 

Sec. 82. Partisan Questions. — All questions of a sec- 
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tarian or partisan character shall be carefully kept out of the 
schools. 

Sec. 83. Discipline, — The teachers shall practice such 
discipline in the schools as would be exercised by a kind, firm, 
judicious parent in his family, and they shall avoid corporal 
punishment when good order can be preserved by milder 
measures. It is strictly enjoined upon all teachers in the 
schools to avoid all appearance of indiscreet haste in the dis- 
cipline of their pupils; and in the more difficult cases that 
may occur, to apply to the Superintendent for advice and 
direction. 

In all cases of unusual or severe punishment of children, 
the teacher inflicting the same shall be immediately suspended 
by the Superintendent, with the consent of the Committee on 
the School or of the President; and the case shall be reported 
to the Board at its next regular meeting. 

Each Principal and each Assistant Teacher shall make out 
and preserve a full and complete statement in writing, of each 
case in which corporal punishment shall have been inflicted by 
him or her upon any pupil, specifying the name, age and 
grade of the scholar punished, the oflfence charged, and the 
kind and degree of punishment inflicted; which statement 
shall be kept open for inspection, in the respective rooms of 
the teachers during the month, and be returned by the Princi- 
pal with his regular monthly report, at the close of each 
school month, to the Superintendent for examination by the 
Board. 

Sec. 84. Care of Pupils out of School Hours. — It is 
particularly enjoined upon all the teachers, that tliey devote 
their time faithfully to a vigilant and watchful care over the 
conduct and habits of the pupils, during the time for relaxation 
and play, before and after school, and during the recesses, both 

16 
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in the school buildings and on the play grounds. When the 
pupils are filing in and out, at the opening and closing of the 
school and at recesses, the teachers are expected to give their 
personal attention to the preservation of order in the halls and 
on the stairs, and not to rely on the aid of monitors, except in 
cases of special necessity. 

The teachers shall take all practicable measures to prevent 
pupils from gathering on the school premises before the hour 
for opening the school rooms, and they shall require the pupils 
to leave the school premises immediately after the close of 
school. 

In special cases, when it would be injurious for pupils to go 
home at noon, on account of inclement weather or their great 
distance from school, and in all cases when a written or 
personal request is received from the parent, the pupils shall 
be allowed to remain, and some suitable provision shall be 
made in some of the school rooms for their protection and care, 
under the eye of a teacher. 

As far as practicable, the teachers shall confer with parents, 
and endeavor to secure their co-operation in preventing pupils 
from coming to school before the proper hour, and from 
remaining at noon, except in cases of urgent necessity. 

The teachers are expected, as far as practicable, to exercise 
a general inspection over their pupils while going to and from 
school. 

Sec. 85. Parents to he notified of Absences. — Parents 
should, in all cases, be notified when the absences of their 
children have accumulated so that two additional half days 
absences will require a suspension from school. 

Sec. 86. Written Excuses. — Teachers are authorized to 
require excuses from the parents or guardians of pupils, either 
in person or by written note, in all cases of absence or tardi- 
ness, or of dismissal before the close of school. 
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But no pupil shall be sent immediately for an excuse when 
the weather or other circumstances are such that it would 
occasion an exposure of health, nor in any case of first offence ; 
nor shall pupils be sent for absent or tardy pupils. 

Sec. 87. Monthly Reports to Parents. — In the District 
Schools the teachers shall send a monthly report to the parent 
or guardian of each pupil in the Grammar Divisions. 

Whenever a pupil is excused from attending to any of the 
regular branches of the course, his Class Record and Monthly 
Report to Parents, shall in all cases be plainly marked Partial 
Course. 

Sec. 88. Contributions and Presents. — No teacher shall 
allow a subscription or contribution of any kind in any Public 
School; nor shall any teacher receive any present purchased 
by contributions from pupils, under penalty of immediate dis- 
missal from service. 

Sec. 89. Prizes. — The teachers shall not award any 
medals or prizes to the pupils under their charge, unless 
specially autiiorized by the Board. 

Sec. 90. Advertisements and Agents. — No teacher shall 
read or distribute any advertisement, nor allow any advertise- 
ment to be read or distributed, in any of the Public Schools. 
Nor shall any agent or other person be permitted to enter any 
school premises for the purpose of exlii biting, either to teachers- 
or pupils, any new book, map, or article of apparatus, or to 
announce, in any manner, any public entertainment. The 
teachers shall not permit any books, tracts or otlier publications 
to be distributed in their schools. 

Sec. 91. Ventilation and Temperature. — It shall be the 
duty of teachers to give vigilant attention to the ventilation 
and temperature of their school rooms. A regular system of 
ventilation shall be practiced in winter as well as in summer, 
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by which the air in all the school rooms shall be effectually 
changed at each recess, and at such other times us may be 
necessary to prevent the breatliing of impure air. In the 
buildings heated by hot air furnaces, or by stoves inclosed in 
cylindrical screens, the lower ventilators should generally be 
kept open and the upper ones closed ; but in buildings heated 
by steam, it is generally better to open both the upper and 
lower ventilators. The windows must not be opened during 
the cold season, when the proper ventilation can be secured by 
the use of the ventiducts. Whenever the windows are opened 
for ventilation, it shall be by lowering them a few inches at the 
top, except during the warmest days of summer, and children 
shall in no case be allowed to sit in a draught of air. The 
Principal shall give special attention to the ventilation of all 
the rooms, and give such aid and direction to the assistants as 
may be necessary to secure a faithful observance of the fore- 
going rule. 

During the season for fires, the teachers shall observe care- 
fully the state of the thermometers, and endeavor to keep the 
temperature of their rooms from 65® to 68° Fahrenheit. If in 
any case the temperature is found to rise above 70°, it should 
be reduced immediately; and, in case it is found to be below 
65°, measures should be taken immediately to raise it. The 
thermometer should be so located as to indicate, as nearly as 
possible, the average temperature of the room. 

In all the buildings heated by steam, it shall be the duty of 
the engineers, under the supervision of the Building and Sup- 
ply Agent, to take complete control of the heating apparatus. 
When steam is needed in any room, or when it is desired to 
turn it off, the teacher shall notify the engineer, whose duty it 
shall be to attend to the matter promptly. The teachers and 
pupils in these buildings will have nothing to do with the 
heating apparatus. 
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Sec. 92. Institutes, — It shall be the duty of all the teachers 
of the Public Schools to meet on the second Saturday of each 
School Month, at the High School building, for the purpose of 
holding an Institute for their own improvement in teaching, 
under the direction of the Board of Education. The exercises 
shall commence at 9 J a. m., and close at 12 m., with a recess 
of fifteen minutes. Before the close of each Institute, the 
Superintendent shall adopt such measures as he may deem best 
to secure a full and accurate report of the attendance of 
teachers. At the close of each term the Superintendent shall 
report to the Board all cases of absence or tardiness, or leaving 
before the close of the Institute, that have occurred during the 
term. The half day devoted to Institute shall be considered 
the same as any other half day of school time, and absence 
frdm Institute shall 'be con'sidered the^ same as absence from 
l&fchodl. . . — . . ' . 

'" Sec. 93. 7^^flrc;^^ri' ^^6//«^^.—^ The teachers bf theHigh 
School shall meet once a week, at suchtifties as the Pfificipal 
may appoint, for consultation in regard to the interests of the 
school. 

The Principal of each of the District and Primary Schools 
may dismiss all the pupils of the school not to exceed one 
hour for each month, wlienever.it is desired to give gieneral 
instructions to the Assistant Teachers, and the hour shall be 
regarded the same as any other hour of school time. 

Sec. 94. Teachers Visiting Schools, — ^ Teachers may visit 
divisions of the same grade as their own divisions, in any of 
the Public Schools of the- city, for the purpose of observing 
different modes of instruction and discipline, when directed by 
the Superintendent or the Principal of the school in which 
they teach; but such visits shall not occupy more than one- 
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half a day in a term, and in all such cases their divisions shall 
be dismissed for the time of their absence. 

Principals and Head Assistants may visit any department or 
grade in the District Schools, their absence not to exceed one 
day each term, and their divisions shall be retained under 
charge of one during the absence of the other. 

Only one teacher shall leave the same school during the 
same half day in cases where divisions are dismissed. 

II. DUTIES OF PRINCIPALS AND HEAD ASSISTANTS. 

Sec 95. Responsibility of Teachers. — The Principals 
shall be held responsible for the general management and dis- 
cipline of the schools; and the other teachers shall follow 
their directions and co-operate with them, not only during the 
school hours, but during the time when the pupils are on the 
school premises, before and after school, and during the 
recesses. Each Assistant shall be held responsible for the 
order and discipline of her own room, under the general direc- 
tion of the Principal. 

The Principals of the Grammar Schools shall be held 
responsible for not less than one-third of the instruction of the 
First Grade of their respective schools, and shall devote their 
remaming time to general supervision and the examination of 
classes. 

Sec. 96. Head Assistants. — The Head Assistant of a 
school shall have charge of such classes in the Principal's 
division as he may designate: Provided^ that she shall not 
be held responsible for more than two-thirds of the instruction 
of the First Grade. She shall also have charge of the general 
records of the school, under the supervision of the Principal, 
and shall discharge such other duties as he may assign : Pro^ 
vided^ that in the schools where extra teachers are employed, 
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the clerical work of keeping the records shall be performed by 
the extra teacher, and in such cases the Principal shall be held 
responsible for the records. 

The Principals of the several schools are expected to give 
such attention to the time records of all the teachers as may 
be necessary to secure accuracy and uniformity. 

Sec. 97. Reading Regulations to Pupils, — It shall be the 
duty of the Principals of the schools to read to the pupils, 
from time to time, so much of the school regulations as apply 
to tliem, that they may have a clear understanding of the rules 
by which they are governed. 

Sec. 98. Order in the Stairways^ Halls and Tards. — 
The Principals of the several schools shall establish special 
rules for securing good order in the stairways, halls and school 
yards. 

Sec. 99. Care of School Premises, — The Principals of 
the several schools shall prescribe such rules for the use of the 
yards, basements and outbuildings connected with the school 
houses, as shall insure their being kept in a neat and proper 
condition, and shall examine them as often as may be neces- 
sary for such purpose. The Principals shall be held responsi- 
ble for any want of neatness or cleanliness about their school 
premises; and they shall have the special oversight and direc- 
tion of 'the janitors, under the general supervision of the Com- 
mittee on Janitors and Supplies, and the Building and Supply 
Agent. 

Sec. 100. Closing School Premises, — It shall be the duty 
of the Principal of each school to cause the doors of the 
woodshed, outhouses, gates, and the outside doors of his 
school house to be locked, and all windows of the same to be 
shut and fastened every day, after the close of school. 
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Sec. ioi. Admission of Pupils at Opening of Term. — 
The Principal and Head Assistant of each school shall be in 
attendance at their respective school buildings on the last day 
preceding the opening of each term (Sundays and holidays 
excepted, when they shall meet on the day next preceding,) to 
receive applications for admission to the school. In term time, 
applications for admission shall be received only during the 
first school session of each week. 

Sec. 102. Care in Respect to Fires, — During the cold 
season, it is expected that the Principals will superintend the 
making of fires, so far as may be necessary to insure their 
being made at the proper time, and in a proper manner. They 
shall give special attention to the practice of economy in the 
use of fuel, and take measures to prevent the janitors from 
wasting coal with the ashes which they remove from the stoves 
and furnaces. They shall also use every precaution to save 
the buildings from exposure to fire. 

In cold or stormy weather, the Principals shall also make 
such arrangements that one or more rooms Or halls will be 
open to receive pupils half an hour before school. In cold 
weather, those rooms or halls shall be made comfortably warm, 
and one or more of the teachers, to be designated by the Prin- 
cipal, shall be present and exercise a general care over the 
pupils. 

Sec. 103. Whenever articles previously belonging to any 
school have been broken or lost, or have in any way disapr 
peared or become useless, it shall be the duty of the Principal 
to send to the office of the Board a written explanation of the 
circumstances connected with such disappearance or loss. 

Sec. 104. Different Editions of Text-Books, — It shall 
be the duty of each Principal to report to the Superintendent, 
as soon as he learns of the same, the presence in his school of 
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two or more essentially different editions of any one of the 
text-books in use, and unless (after notice is given to that effect 
by the Superintendent to the publishers or agents of such 
books,) they shall supply an edition of such book, by way of 
exchange, without cost, to all such scholars as may be already 
provided with any of the previous editions, so as to make the 
editions uniform in the manner prescribed by the Superintend- 
ent, such neglect or refusal' shall be deemed sufficient ground 
for excluding such text-book from the schools. 

^ III. PUPILS, DUTIES AND PRIVILEGES. 

Sec. 105. Absence, — Every scholar in the High School, oi: 
in the District Schools, who shall be absent six half days in 
four consecutive weeks, without an excuse from the parent or 
guardian, given either in person or by written note, satisfying 
the teacher that the absences were caused by his own sickness, 
or by sickness in the family, or to avoid a serious and impru- 
dent exposure of health, shall forfeit his seat in the school; 
and tlie teacher shall forthwith notify the parent, and in special 
cases the Superintendent, that the pupil is jBuspende^. No 
pupil thus suspended, unless for sickness, shall be restored to 
school till the parent or guardian has given satisfactory assurr 
ance that the pupil will be punctual in the future, and obtained 
permission from the Superintendent for him to return. 

■ ■ 

All restorations by the Superintendent must take effect upon 
the first day of the month succeeding such restoration, unless 
in special cases, which may be left to tlie discretion of th^ 

* I 

Superintendent. 

. . . ■ ; i , 

In the application of the foregoing rule, two tardinesses, pr 
two dismissals, or leaving school without permission, shall be 
regarded the same as one absence. Absences which occur 
when the attendance of the pupil would occasion a serious and 
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imprudent exposure of health, shall be regarded the same as 
absences occasioned by sickness. 

Whenever the absences of a pupil are occasioned by sickness^ 
and the teacher does not receive the proper notice of the cause 

« 

till the pupil is suspended, the pupil should be restored by the 
parent's explaining the cause, either in person or by written 
note, to the teacher^ and not to the Superintendent 

Absences and dismissals for religious instruction, or during 
days held sacred by parents, shall be counted as absences for 
sickness : Provided^ a written request be sent by the spiritual 
adviser of the family to the Principal of the school. 

Sec. 106. Penalty for Damages to School Property, — 
Any pupil who shall cut or otherwise injure any part of any 
public school house, or injure any fences, trees or outbuildings 
belonging to any of the public school estates, or shall write 
any profane or obscene language, or make any obscene pic- 
tures or characters on any public school premises, shall be 
liable to suspension, expulsion, or other punishment, according 
to the nature of the offence. The Principal of a school may 

■ 

suspend a pupil temporarily for such offence, and he shall 
thereupon immediately notify the parent or guardian, and the 
Supermtendent. 

It shall be the duty of all the teachers to see that no persons 
are allowed to step on any of the chairs, settees, or window- 
casings of the school buildings, without first placing something 
on the seat or casing that will secure it against all danger of 
being defaced or injured. 

Pupils shall not be allowed to remain in any of the rooms 
that are provided with cherry desks, or other improved furni- 
ture, except in the presence of a teacher, or of some reliable 
monitor who is made specially responsible for the care of the 
seats and desks. 
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All damage done to school property by any of the pupils, 
shall be repaired at the expense of the party committing the 
trespass. 

Sec. 107. Leaving School, — Whenever a parent wishes to 
have his child leave school before its close, for the purpose of 
taking lessons in music, or any other branch of instruction, he 
shall apply to the Superintendent, who may grant such per- 
mission, not exceeding one-fourth of a day at a time, nor one 
half-day in any one week : Provided^ it will not interfere with 
the pupil's regular course of instruction in school. 

Dismissals under this rule are to be recorded the same as 
other dismissals, but they shall not affect the merit average of 
attendance. 

Sec. 108. Dismissing at the Request of Parents, — Pupils 
in the Primary Divisions may be dismissed any time after the 
commencement of the forenoon and afternoon recesses, on the 
written or personal request of the parent or guardian: Pro- 
vided^ such dismissal does not interfere with any of the school 
exercises. 

Sec. 109. Absence from Examination, — Any pupil who 
shall absent himself from any regular examination of the 
school which he attends, without rendering a satisfactory 
excuse to the Principal, shall be suspended from the school; 
and the Principal shall immediately report the case to the 
parent of the pupil, and also to the Superintendent for his 
action thereon. 

Sec. 1 10. Bad Habits and Bad Language, — The pupils 
are strictly enjoined to avoid idleness and profanity, falsehood 
and deceit, obscene and indecent language, and every wicked 
and disgraceful practice, and to conduct themselves in an 
orderly and decent manner, both in school and out. 
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Sec. III. Suspension of Pupils in Special Cases. — For 
violent or pointed opposition to autliority in any particular 
instance, a Principal may suspend a pupil from school for the 
time being: thereupon he shall immediately inform the parent 
or guardian, and the Superintendent. Pupils thus suspended 
may be restored by the Superintendent at his discretion. All 
restorations shall take effect only at the commencement of the 
school month next succeeding the suspension. 

Sec. 112. Suspension of Pupils by the Superintendent. — 
Whenever the Principal of any school shall report to the 
Superintendent the name of a pupil whose conduct is consid- 
ered such, in school or out, that he is an unfit member of the 
school, the Superintendent shall examine the case witliout 
delay, and if in his opinion the pupil has been duly admon- 
ishedi and reformation appears to be hopeless,' he* shall sus- 
pend such pupil from school temporarily. Any pupil thus 
suspended may be restored to school by the Superintendent at 
his discretion;^ but no pupil shall be finally expelled from 
school without the approval of the Board. 

SEtJ. 113. Profhotions and \Foffeiture of Positihn, — No 
pupils' shall be advanced frdhi one grade to anbther, except by 
special permission of the Superintendent, till th^y are able to 
sustain a thorough arid satisfactory examinatiori by tKe Princi- 
pal, on all the branches of the grade from' which they are to 
be transferred, including the bral lessons", use of slate,* exercises 
on tablets, etc. They must be able to read any of the pie'ces 
they have gone over. With 'proper expression; explain the 
meaning of any of the words ; give the names and uses of the 
different mai-ks used ; and spell iany of* the words, both by let- 
ters and by sounds. In all the divisions in which pupils are 
able to write with any degree of freedom, the examination 
should be both oral and written. All promotions from one 
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grade to another, and froni one division to another, shall be 
made at the commencement of the school month. 

Pupils may be sent into the grade next below the class to 
which they belong, whenever their scholarship falls below the 
standard fixed for admission to the grade, but such pupils may 
be permitted to regain their lost position within one month, if 
their scholarship warrants it. 

IV. SCHOOL RECORDS. 

I 

Sec. 114. School Records, — The Principal and Assistants 
of each school shall keep such records as will show the attend- 
ance, scholarship and deportment of the pupils, embracing the 
date of each admission and discharge; the age, nativity and 
residence of each pupil ; name of parent or guardian ; whole 
number of different scholars enrolled ; average number belong- 
ing ; average daily attendance and number of tardinesses. The 
teachers shall also preserve a permanent record of the time 
when they enter and leave school, and the amount of time lost 
during school hours. 

Sec. 1 15. Blanks for Schools, — All school registers, class- 
books, monthly reports of pupils, and blanks for monthly 
returns, shall be after uniform patterns, to be determined by 
the Superintendent of Public Schools, to whom all teachers 
shall apply whenever such books or forms are needed. 

Sec. 116. Manner of Keeping Registers and Class-Boohs, 
— Teachers shall keep their registers and class-books neatly 
and accurately, and in accordance with the prescribed forms. 
All work upon class-books, except tlie making of the daily 
record, must be done out of school hours. 

Sec. 117. Examination of Class-B oaks, — The Principals 
of the schools shall examine all the class-books of the other 
teachers as often as once a month, and give such direction and 
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assistance as may be necessary to secure accuracy and uni- 
formity. 

Sec. 1 1 8. Absence of Teachers to he Rep>rted, — It shall 
be the duty of the Principal of each school to return to the 
office of the Board of Education, not later than lo o'clock 
A. M. of the last day of each school month, a list of the 
absences of each regular teacher connected with the school, 
and if the absences are not consecutive, to give the dates of the 
absences, also the names of the substitutes who have filled 
vacancies during the month, their time, and the names of the 
teachers whose places they have filled. 

Sec. 119. Monthly Returns, — The Principals shall make 
monthly returns of their respective schools, in accordance with 
the blank forms prepared for that purpose, and deliver them 
at the office of the Board before five o'clock p. m. on the Mon- 
day following the last Friday of each month. 

Sec. 120. Record Books sent to the Office of Board. — At 
the close of each School Year, in July, all the class-books, 
general records, registers, diaries, Moseley Fund record books, 
and records of visitors, shall be sent by the Principals to the 
office of the Board of Education for inspection; and those 
which are needed again at the schools shall be returned to the 
Principal at the opening of the Fall Term, in September. All 
the class-books, and other record books, when filled up, are to 
be returned to the office of the Board of Education. 

V. MISCELLANEOUS. 

Sec. 121. Buildings^ how Used. — The school buildings 
under the control of the Board of Education, shall not be used 
for any other purpose than the accommodation of the Public 
Schools, except by special vote of the Board. 

Sec. 122. Authorized Books and Studies. — The books 
used, and studies pursued, shall be such, and such only, as may 
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be authorized by tlie Board; and no teacher shall require or 
advise any of the pupils to purchase, for use in the schools 
any book, pamphlet or publication not contained in the list of 
books directed and authorized to be used in the schools. 

Sec. 1 23. Books from the Moseley^ Jones and Newberry 
Funds. — All the books furnished by these Funds for the use 
of indigent children, shall be returned to the teachers at the 
close of each term. The Principals of the several schools 
shall render to the Board, at the end of each year, an account 
of all books furnished them from these Funds, for the use of 
indigent children. They shall record in a book provided for 
this purpose, the name of each pupil to whom a book is 
loaned, the title of the book, date of delivering, and date 
of returning; and this record shall at all times be open to the 
inspection of the Board. The account rendered to the Board 
shall embrace the whole number of each kind of books 
received from the Fund during the year; the number of each 
kind loaned to pupils; the number of each kind returned; and 
the number of each kind remaining in the hands of the 
teacher. All books furnished from these Funds shall be 
delivered to the Principals of the several schools, or to their 
written order. 

Sec. 124. Medals and Scholarships. — No medal or schol- 
arship shall be awarded to a pupil who has not been a regular 
attendant upon the Public Schools of the city for at least two 
full terms of the year immediately preceding, nor to any pupil 
who has received eitlier before. In all the schools the award 
shall be made, as far as practicable, to pupils in the first class 
of the Principars division. 

In awarding medals and scholarships, the first or most meri- 
torious scholar may choose between a medal and a scholarship, 
but no scholar shall receive both a medal and a scholarship. 
See Sec. 26. 
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Sec. 125. Examinations, — There shall be an annual pub- 
lic examination of all the schools, to be held at such "time, and 
conducted in such manner as the Board may direct At some 
time during the last part of the Winter Term, the Superintend- 
ent shall have a written examination of one or more grades in 
the Grammar Department, in such branches as he may desig- 
nate. In estimating the results of this examination, he shall 
have authority to call on the pupils of the Normal Department 
for such assistance as he may need. 

Sec. 126. — No Principal, teacher or janitor in any of the 
Public Schools of this city, nor any other employee of this 
Board, shall sell or keep for sale, or in any manner act as agent 
for tlie sale of any book, map, card, paper, pencil, rubber or 
any otlier material used in any of the Public Schools of this 
city; nor shall any book, map, card, paper, pencil, rubber or 
other material used in any of the Public Schools of this city, 
be sold or kept for sale, or be stored in any Public School 
building in this city. 

VIII. LIBRARIES. 

I. HIGH SCHOOL LIBRARY. 

Sec. 127. The following rules are adopted with reference 
to the High School Library: 

RULES. 

I. The Library shall be open at the close of the afternoon session, 
every Thursday in term time. 

II. The Teachers of the High School may have access to the Library 
at any time, and may draw books in accordance with Rules 4 and 5. 

III. Any pupil whose total average for any month shall equal or ex- 
ceed 86, may draw books from the Library the ensuing month, and any 
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whose average shall equal or exceed 94, may hare access to the Library 
at such times as the Principal may designate. 

IV. No folio, quarto or cyclopaedia shall be taken from the Library, 
but may there be consulted. 

V. No one shall have more than one book from the Library at any 
time, and no book shall be retained more than two weeks. 

VI. Any person injuring or losing a book belonging to the Library 
shall make compensation for the same, and failing to do so, shall be 
excluded from the use of the Library. 

VII. The Librarian shall keep an account of the names of all persons 
drawing books from the Library, the numbers and names of the books, 
and the date of drawing and of returning. 

VIII. The Library shall be under the special care and supervision of 
the Principal, subject to the direction of the Board of Education. 

II. REFERENCE LIBRARY FOR TEACHERS. 

Sec. 128. The Reference Library for Teachers shall be 
kept at the office of the Board, and the books may be con- 
sulted by the teachers at any time when the office is open, but 
no books shall be taken from the office. 

III. DISTRICT SCHOOL LIBRARIES. 

Sec. 129. All books placed in any of the school libraries 
must first receive the approval of the Board. The libraries 
shall be opened at regular times to pupils entitied to draw 
books therefrom, and shall be under the control of the Princi- 
pals of the schools to which such libraries belong, subject to 
the direction of the Board of Education.
